Gentlemcnt 

Haveing  Received  from  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  some  objections  against  the  Acts 
for  Setting  a  Revenue  for  Support  of  Government,  I  Judg'd  it  also  lately  necessary  that  you 
should  meet  as  soon  as  possible  In  order  to  provide  proper  remedys  for  Such  [Matters  contained 
in  those  Acts  as  [have]  in  the  mean  time  obstructed  their  Ldsps  recommendation  of  them  to 
I  lis  Maty  for  his  approbation  and  may,  if  not  remedy'd  Lay  them  Under  the  necessity  of 
Laying  them  before  him  for  his  Disallowance  which,  as  it  would  he  of  Dangerous  Consequence 
to  i  he  Credit  and  Intrest  of  this  Colony,  So  lam  perswaded  it  would  be  no  very  agreeable 
task  to  their  Ldsps  who  have  its  Intrests  and  prosperity  So  much  at  Heart  as  it  will  appear

The  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  attended  by  the  whole  house  acquainted  this  board  that  they 
had  passt  a  Hill  Intitled,  An  Act  for  the  Explaining  of  Certain  Clauses  in  one  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  this  Colony  intitled,  An  Act  for  a  Supply  to  be  granted  to  his  Majesty  for  the 
Supporting  his  Government  in  the  province  of  New  York  and  for  Strickeing  Bills  of  Credit  for 
that  purpose  pass'd  in  the  year  J 7 1.5  and  for  the  Explanation  of  Certain  Clauses  in  An  Act  of 
General  Assembly  of  this  Colony  made  in  the  year  171G  intitled,  An  Act  to  Oblidge  all  Vesels 
Trading  into  this  Colony  (Except  Such  as  are  therein  Excepted)  to  pay  a  Certain  Duty  and  for 
the  further  Explanation  and  makeing  more  Effectual  Certain  Clauses  in  an  Act  by  which  a  Duty 
his  laid  on  all  Negroes  and  other  Slaves  Imported  into  this  Colony,  to  which  they  desired  the 
concurrence  of  this  Board  and  at  the  Same  time  delivered  an  Adress  to  his  Excellency  in  these 
words:

The  humble  Rei'Hesentation  of  the  General  Assembly  of  his  Majesty's  Colony 
of  New  Y'ork. 

May  it  please  your  Kxecllency, 

As  the  Observes  you  made  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  on  the  Consequences  that  would  attend  the  Repeal  of  the  Act,  for  a  Supply  to  be 
grunted  to  his  Majesty,  for  tke  Support  of  Government  here,  were  very  just;  so  we  pray,  that  you 
would  return  that  Board,  the  Thanks  of  this  House,  fur  the  Regard  they  were  pleased  to  pay  to 
your  Sentiments,  and  to  assure  them,  that  though  possibly  we  may  make  Acts  here,  liable  to 
their  Censure  ;  yet  they  are  not  made  so,  with  any  ill  Design  of  hurting  the  Trade  and  Navigation 
of  Great  Britain;  and  that  in  particular,  the  two  Acts,  to  which  their  Lordships  have  been 
pleased  to  make  Objections,  were  by  us  intended  for  the  ample  Support  of  his  Majesty's 
Government  here,  and  contrived  (as  we  then,  thought)  in  such  a  Manner,  as  would  be  most 
elfectual  for  that  purpose,  with  most  Ease  to  his  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  to  make  those  of  them 
who  received  an  Advantage  by  our  Trade,  contribute  their  Mite  to  the  Support  of  that 
Government,  which  protected  them  and  us  in  it.  As  all  the  Payments  made  for  the  Tonnage 
of  British  Vessels,  has  amounted  to  but  little  above  Tico  Hundred  Bounds  this  Money,  since  the 
Act  laying  that  Duty  was  passed,  which  is  now  above  two  Years  ;  so  the  ill  Effects  of  so  small 
a  Sum,  wdl  not,  we  presume,  be  considered  with  Respect  to  the  British  Trade,  and  we  humbly 
hope,  that  when  their  Lordships  are  informed,  that  British  Vessels,  as  well  as  others,  paid  <i 
Duty  of  Tonnage,  by  Virtue  of  an  Act  of  General  Assembly  of  this  Province,  made  in  the  Yrear 
1709,  which  continued  to  be  paid  without  any  Objection  or  Observe  made  on  that  Act,  by  the 
then  Board  of  Trade :  That  the  Instruction  their  Lordships  mention,  was  not  communicated 
till  long  after  the  Act  they  object  against,  was  passed  ;  That  in  Virginia,  they  pay  such  a  Duty, 
and  that  British  shipping  in  most  of  the  Plantations,  are  no  more  than  others  exempted,  from 
paying  a  Duty  according  to  their  Tonnage  for  Powder  Money  ;  they  will  think  favourably  of 
us,  for  subjecting  them  to  the  same  Duty,  as  their  Eellow  Subjects  paid  for  the  Support  of  his 
Majesty's  Government,  which  we  were  humbly  of  Opinion,  would  as  well  justify  such  au 
Imposition,  as  the  Support  of  his  Majesty's  Garrisons  and  Fortifications.  We  were  not  without 
Views  of  encouraging  the  Building  of  Shipping  in  this  Colony,  by  Exempting  the  Vessels  built 
here  from  that  Ditty  and  his  Majesty's  Subjects  in  this  Colony,  trading  in  Ships  built  any  where 
else,  were  as  liable  to  that  Duty  as  others,  and  as  they  have  freed  themselves  from  it,  by 
complying  with  the  Intention  of  that  Act,  so  if  we  are  rightly  informed,  the  truest  and  most 
advantageous  Way  for  the  Subjects  of  Britain,  who  are  inclined  to  be  concerned  in  our  Trade, 
to  obviate  that  Part  of  their  Lordships  Objections  against  the  Act,  is  to  answer  the  Ends  of  it. 
But  this  Hint,  we  submit  to  be  improved  by  Men  of  their  Lordships  great  Wisdom  and 
Penetration.  And  in  the  mean  Time  have  passed  an  Act,  not  liable  to  that  Objection,  nor  to 
that  of  Negroes  imported  directly  from  /i/'ricti  in  Vessels  owned  by  I  nhabilants  of  Britain,  but  we 
humbly  hope  their  Lordships  will  not  think  it  inconsistent  with  the  Interest  of  Britain,  to 
indulge  us  in  continuing  a  difference  of  the  Duty  between  Vessels  built  in  this  Colony,  and  those 
owned  by  Inhabitants  of  the  neighboring  Plantations,  and  built  elsewhere  ;  and  also  a  Difference 
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betwixt  the  Duty  of  Negroes,  brought  directly  from  Africa,  and  those  brought  from  the 
Plantations;  because  il  will  encourogo  a  direct  Importation  from  Aj'riai,  and  discourage  an 
Importation  from  tlie  Plantations,  by  whom  we  are  supplied  with  the  Itefuse  of  their  Negroes 
and  such  Malefactors,  as  would  have  suffered  Death  in  the  Places  from  whence  they  came,  had 
not  the  Avarice  of  their  ( Iwners,  saved  them  from  the  publick  justice  by  an  early  Transportation 
into  these  Parts,  where  they  not  often  fail  of  repeating  their  Crimes.  Wo  shall  not  enlarge  on 
this  Head,  conceiving  these  and  many  more  Peasons  will  be  obvious  to  their  Lordships,  and 
forceable  enough  to  induce  them  to  comply  with  our  Desire;  and  vw  become  humble 
Supplicants  to  your  Excellency,  that,  while  we  have  the  Honour  ami  Advantage  of  your 
Continuance  in  the  Station  you  are  at  present  in,  that  you  will  use  your  Endeavour  to  dispose 
that  Right  Honourable  Board,  to  continue  so  far  their  Favours,  (jo  a  Province  not  inconsiderable 
in  the  Plantations,  nor  disaffected  to  the  present  Government,  as  to  lay  no  Acts  made  here, 
before  his  Majesty  for  his  Disallowance,  till  they  have  signified  their  objections  to  your 
Excellency,  as  they  now  have  done,  that  we  may  model  them  according  to  their  Lordships 
Desire,  or  give  such  Reasons  as  they  shall  think  sufficient  for  his  Majesty's  Approbation  of  thorn. 
And  we  persuade  ourselves  your  Excellency  can  set  the  Reasonableness  of  this  Desire,  in  so 
(dear  a  Light  to  their  Lordships,  that  they  will  be  induced  to  think  il  will  be  no  Diservice  to 
his  Majesty*,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  Interest,  of  Britain  to  grant. 

Before  we  enter  into  any  Remarks  on  their  Lordships  Objections  or  rather  Observations,  on 
the  Act,  for  Support  of" his  Majesty's  Government  here,  we  beg  your  Excellency  to  call  to  Mind, 
the  Circumstances  of  this  Colony  at,  the  Time  of  passing  this  Act,  both  with  Respect  to  the 
Inhabitants  themselves  and  to  the  Government  of  it,  which  we  presume,  if  set  in  its  natural 
Light  before  their  Lordships,  and  duly  considered,  they  will  he  of  Opinion,  that  the  raising  so 
ample  a  Support  for  his  Majesty's  Government  hen',  and  in  the  Manner  it  w  as  then  done,  was 
not  only  a  Compliance  with  our  Duty,  hut  ;i  more  than  common  lus'amv  of  our  Affection  to  it, 
and  the  Person  by  his  Majesty  placed  over  it,  to  whose  good  Address  and  Management,  it  was 
not  a  little  owing. 

Tin;  Province  laid  then  under  tin;  Burden  of  a  Laud  Tax,  lor  (wo  fruitless  (it  not  whimsical) 
Expeditions'  to  Canada  ;  and  vvjiat  Support  the  Government  then  liadi  was  raised  thai  Way, 
which  though  very  far  short  of  whatyour  Excellency  deemed  necessary,  yet  was  an  Addition  to 
that  Burden,  and  made  the  raising  of  it  difficult,  occasioned  by  the  Poverty  of  the  People. 
What  was  called  a  Revenue,  //;.  A  Tax  on  Trade,  tor  tin;  Support  of  the  Government  was 
expired;  the  imprudent  Management,  and  the  extravagant  Misapplication  of  that  Revenue  by 
former  Governors,  had  created  a  Debt  of  about  Forty  Thousand  Founds,  which  with  the  Arts 
used  by  many,  who  tho't  it  their  Interest  to  defeat  any  Act,  that  should  lay  any  Tax  on  Trade, 
had  created  such  an  Aversion  in  the  People,  either  lo  the  paying  of  these  Debts,  or  to  the 
raising  any  Support  lor  the  Government  that  way,  which  indeed  was  the  only  Way  that  it  could 
be  done  to  any  toh  rable  Lillet,  that  both  the  one  and  the  other  was  almost  despaired  of.  .As 
for  the  payment  of  the  publick  Debts,  though  often  recommended  by  the  Earl  of  Clarendon  and 
your  Excellency,  and'at  last  happily  effected  ;  yet  the  Bulk  of  them  was  known  to  be  occasioned, 
by  the  Misapplication  of  the  publick  Money  and  the  Sense  of  the  Colony,  was  fully  expressed 
to  my  Lord  C'ornhiiry,  by  die  Assembly  of  that  Time,  in  these  Words: — ''  Since  the  Peace,  this 
Colony  has  raised  above  Twenty  Two  Thousand  J'ui/mla,  in  Publick  Money,  a  grcakPart  of  which 
has  been  lavished  so  profusedly,  and  applied  contrary  to  the  Ends  for  which  it  wras  given,  and 
against  the  express  Letter,  of  both  the  Letters  Patents  and  Instructions  to  the  late  Governor, 
that  it  must  be  no  Wonder  if  die  People  (  Were  they  able)  should  be  averse  to  giving,  having 
fresh  before  their  Eyes,  such  apparent  Examples  of  the  unjust  and  unaccountable  Disposition  ol 
their  Money." 

His  Lordship's  Conduct,  during  his  Administration,  gave  but  too  much  Reason  for  tin'. 
Reflection ;  and  by  the  like  Methods  added  to  those  Debts;  by  those  Means,  the  public  Credit 
was  brought  to  the  lowest  Ebb;  Numbers  of  People  was  complaining  with  Warrants  on  the 
Government  in  their  [lands,  which  could  not  be  paid,  ami  Persons  of  all  (tanks  were  Sufferers 
for  want  of  that  Money  which  the  Assemblies  of  this  Colony  had  provided,  and  would  have 
sufficiently  prevented  most  of  those  Demands,  were  it  not  lor  the  gross  Misapplication  of  it  ; 
this  the  Assembly  were  not  insensible  of  at  the  Time  of  paying  those  Debts,  as  may  appear  by 
the  Preamble  of  the  Pill  that  paid  Part  of  them  :  flowwer,  lo  restore  the  public  Cr<  dit,  and 
add  new  Vigour  to  a  then  languishing  Trade,  we  paid  pari  of  those  Debts,  and  struck  Bills  of 
Credit  to  the  Value  of  Twenty  Seven  Thousand  Six  Ilumdrad  and  Eighty  Founds,  for  that  Purpose, 
and  have  since  paid  the  Remainder,  amounting  to  about  Sixteen  Thousand  Founds  more,  fur 
which  Bills  of  Credit  are  also  struck. 

The  great  Increase  of  tin-  Trade  ami  <  )ppulcnoy  ol'  I  his  Province,  has  been  an  Effect  so  visible 
of  this  Proceeding,  that  we  are  sure  your  Excellency  has  not  tailed  of  observing  it. 

The  great  Aversion  of  the  People  in  general  to  lay  a  Tax  upon  Trade  lor  the  Support  id  the 
Government,  ( t hough  now  for  the  most  Pari  remov'd)  you  cunnol  be  a  Stranger  to,  nor  with 
tin;  Difficulties  that  were  overcome  to  obtain  I  ho  present  Settlement;  tlm  last  of  which  wo 
recommend  to  your  Excellency  lo  represent  .to  their  Lordships,  in  such  Manner  as  you  think 
will  most  conduce  to  the  llonelit  of  this  Province;  and  the  lirsL  we  think  cannot  beset  in  a 
clearer  Light,  than  by  a  Resolve  of  the  G  moral  Assembly  of  this  Colony,  made  in  the  Time  of 
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the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  than  Lord  C&rnburf,  before  the  Revenue  expired,  in  these 
Words:  "  Die  Sabatti,  September  11,  1708.  Resolved,  That  the  raising  of  Money  for  a  Support 
"  of  I  Ik:  Governiueiit,  or  other  neccssaty  Chatge,  1><i  any  Tax,  impost  or  Burden  on  Goods  Imported  or 
"  exported,  or  any  Clog  or  Hindrance  on,  Traffic  or  GonMercen  is  found.  In/  Experience  to  In:  ili<: 
"  Ki])itUion  of  many,  ana  the  impoverishing  of  the  [lest  of  the  Hunters,  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants 
"  of  this  Colon//,  ami  of  most  pernicious  Consequence,  which  ij  continued.,  null  unavoidably  proec  the 
"  Ruin  of  the  Colony." 

Though  wc  believe,  us  our  Conduct  lias  shewn,  ami  Experience  proves,  that  the  Gentlemen 
were  mistaken  in  their  Sentiments  on  this  Head,  yet  they  spoke  tin:  Sense  of  the  Colony  they 
at  thai,  time  Represented,  and  which  continued  to  he  the  Opinion  id'  no  small  Part  of  it  at  the 
time  this  Act  was  passed  ;  so  that  it  was  very  far  from  an  easy  Task  to  prevail  on  a  People, 
upon  whose  Minds  the  Malversations  of  a  late  Administration  had  made  so  deep  an  Impression, 
to  enter  into  those  Measures  that  they  believed  the  Source  of  them  ;  and  once  more  to  put  it 
into  the  Power  of  a  Governor  to  add  to  the  Mischiefs  his  Predecessor  had  done.  However,  the 
Experience  they  had  of  your  Prudence  and  Justice,  made  them  venture,  and  the  Government 
wanting  a  Support,  Affectum,  and  a  Sense  of  Duty,  prevailed,  which  gave  rise  to  the  Act  now 
objected  against  by  their  Lordships.  And  because  (as  the  Act  says)  the  Indian  Nations  were 
very  much  wavering  in  their  Faith  and  Allegiance  to  the  Crown,  his  Majesty's  Forts  and 
Fortifications  in  this  Province  very  much  gone  to  decay,  and  the  Necessities  of  the  Government 
in  many  Gases  such,  as  did  demand  a  more  speedy  Supply  than  eould  from  Time  to  Time  come 
in  by  the  Duties  given  by  this  Act  ;  therefore  Bills  of  Credit  was  struck  to  answer  these  then 
present  and  pressing  Necessities,  to  the  Value  of  Six  Thousand  Pounds. 

Now,  we  humbly  represent  to  your  Excellency  (and  which  we  hope  will  have  it's  proper 
Regard  at  their  Lordships  Board)  that  these  Expeditions  were  entered  into,  these  Debts  paid, 
this  Government  supported  by  us  at  the  pressing  Instances  of  our  Superiors  ;  that  it  was  the 
King's  Governors,  in  their  publick  Capacity,  that  contracted  these  Debts  ;  that  it  is  the  King's 
Government  we  support  ;  that  upon  the  Bills  of  Credit  struck  to  answer  these  Ends,  the  Trade, 
the  "Well-being  and  Credit  of  this  Province  now  depends  ;  that  if  any  Act  be.  repealed,  which 
will  affect  these  Bills  (as  the  Repeal  of  this  will)  the  Credit  of  the  Whole  will  sink,  and  the 
Trade  immediately  stagnate,  which  will  prove  of  much  more  dangerous  Consequence  to  the 
Trade  and  Interest  of  Britain,  than  a  trivial  and  Inconsiderable  Duty  of  Tonnage,  paid  by  but 
a  few  Vessels,  can  affect  their  Navigation  ;  and  which,  by  the  Way,  is  avoided  in  this  Act  as  it 
now  stands;  that  the  Debts  will  return,  and  the  Number  of  Sufferers  be  greater,  and  what  is 
worse,  remediless;  and  lastly,  as  the;  Expeditions,  and  all  ahovementioned  have  been 
Instances,  that  there  may  be  sometimes  a  Necessity  to  engage  the  Credit  of  this  Colony,  it  will 
render  every  Thing  of  that  Kind  impracticable  for  the  future  ;  which  is  a  Consequence  so  fatal 
to  his  Majesty's  Service,  that  we  are  sure  their  Lordships  will,  if  possible,  avoid. 

As  to  the  Observations  their  Lordships  have  made  on  this  Act,  we  shall  now  speak  to  them, 
and  we  hope  to  your  Excellency's  and  their  Lordships  Satisfaction.

There  are  no  Wines  Imported  from  Great-Britain,  that  we 
know  of,  and  will  join  with  their  Lordships  in  Opinion,  that  there 
ought  not  to  be  a  greater  Duty  on  "Wines  so  imported,  than  on 
those  imported  from  the  Place  of  its  Growth  ;  it  was  purely  an 
Omission,  and  Done  without  Degigu. 


Such  Importation  not  ha  zing  been,  but  because  'tis  possible  it 
may  be,  we  have  rectified  that  Mistake,  and  put  them  on  the 
same  Foot  with  Wines  directly  imported. 

The  laying  a  different  Duty  on  European  Coods  imported  from 
the  Plantations,  from  what  was  paid  for  Goods  Directly  imported 
fi'om  Britain,  was  first  recommended  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  Colony,  in  a  Speech  made  to  them  the  L4th  of  June,  170-3,  by 
his  then  Fxeelleney  the  Lord  Combury  ;  and  the  thing  in  itself 
we  take  to  be  reasonable,  because  it  encourages  a  direct 
Importation  horn  Britain,  by  which  we  arc  supplied  with  good 
Commodities,  instead  ol  bad,  from  the  Plantations;  and  are 
humbly  of  Opinion,  ii  is  of  Advantage  to  the  British  Exportation, 
and  a  small  Means  of  euciva  big  their  Navigation,  as  \v.  II  as  a 
Uenelit  to  ourselves,  we  being  usually  supplied  from  the 
Plantations,  especially  the  I  Vest  India  Islands,  with  the  Refuse  of 
their  Shops  and  Ware-Houses,  and  such,  as  for  the  most  Part, 
wen-  rotten  or  damnified  with  long  lying. 
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JV.  B.  As  no  Mention  is  made 
of  any  Duty  on  European  Goods 


N.  B.  Because  no  Mention  is  made  of  any  Duty  on  European 
Goods  directly  imported  ;  therefore  answer,  Tliey  pay  none. 
But  perhaps  their  Lordships  might  suppose  they  paid  a  Duty  by

can  easily  inform  them,  there  is  no  Duty  laid  on  them  by  any 
Act  now  in  Force,  or  that  has  been  in  Force  since  the  Revenue 
expired. 


But  we  beg  Leave  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  they  formerly  paid  a  Duty  of  Two  and  an 
Half  yer  Cent,  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government,  which  continued  a  long  Time  ;  and 
Bince  there  will  be  a  Deficiency  in  the  last  Year  of  this  Act,  and  their  Lordships  Objections 
against  the  Tonnage  of  British  Vessels,  will  make  a  further  Deficiency,  we  presume  their 
Lordships  cannot  be  displeased  if  we  revive  that  Duty  to  make  up  that  Defect,  tin;  Trade  of  this 
Province  being  mostly  carried  on  at  the  Bisque  of  the  Inhabitants  of  it.  Such  a  Duty  will  be  a 
Tax  only  on  ourselves;  and  if  any  British  Merchants  think  it  worth  their  while  to  adventure 
any  Bart  of  their  Stocks  in  this  Trade,  it  is,  as  we  humbly  conceive,  not  unreasonable  they  he 
subjected  to  the  same  Duty  the  Inhabitants  are  under,  in  the  Case  of  European  Goods  as  well 
as  Wine,  imported  by  them,  which  their  Lordships  does  not  seem  to  disapprove  of,  and  is  paid 
by  the  Purchasers  or  those  Commodities,  which  are  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony. 

What  relates  to  the  Importation  of  Negroes,  is  already  spoke  to  ;  and  upon  the  Whole,  we 
beg  your  Excellency  would  assure  their  Lordships,  that  as  we  always  have,  so  we  shall  be  very 
willing  to  give  a  Support  lor  his  Majesty's  Government  here,  and,  i(  we  can,  in  such  a  Manner 
as  will  be  most  agreeable  to  his  Majesty,  and  most  for  the  Ease  of  his  Subjects ;  and  that  at  this 
Time  it  cannot  be  effectually  done,  without  an  Impost  on  the  Importations  or  Exportations  of 
this  Province.

My  present  state  of  Health  obliges  ino  to  send  in  writing  what  1  I  ad  to  IleComend  to  you  at 
the  opening  of  the  Session  lo  day.  I  was  solicitous  that  you  should  inert  at  this  time,  that  we 
might  be  ill  a  Readiness  lo  put  in  lilxeout.ion  such  orders  as  his  Majesty  might  think  necessary  to 
send  us,  in  relation  to  the.Iustand  necessary  war  he  has  declared  against  Spain.  The  ship  which, 
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probably,  brings  these  orders  is  not  yet  arrived  but  barly  Excepted,*  tbe  news  you  have  bad  of 
that  Enemy's  aesjgn'd  attempt  uj>on  the  Kingdou  of  Ireland,  will  easily  persuade  you,  that  how 
Improbable  so  ever,  an  Entorprize  of  the  Like  nature  upon  these  parts,  may  appear  to  be  il  is 
not  Impossible  especially  considering  the  daily  Reports  of  their  Kquippeing  of  Ships  of  war  in 
their  American  ports,  fury  and  Resentment  may  Carry  them  thither  where  they  think  they 
may  do  the  greatest  and  cheapest  Damage. 

I  look  upon  the  Militia,  with  the  Regular  force  we  have  to  be  a  sufficient  guard  to  the  Province. 
But  I  think,  that  for  the  belter  Defence  of  this  city,  there  is  a  necessite  of  Renewing  and 
Repairing  the  two  Low  Butteries  at  the  Entrance  of  this  Haven  which  are  entierly  Ruined  hy 
the  Injuries  of  time  and  Tempests  for  that  purpose;  I  desire  you  would  prepare  a  Bill  fur  the 
Defraying  that  Expcnce,  and  if  you  think  (it  in  the  meantime,  to  passe  a  vote  of  Credit  for  that 
use,  1  shall  set  to  woik  immediately  that  no  time  may  be  Lost. 

In  the  next  place,  it  will  be  necessary  that  you  inform  your  selves  from  your  Treasurer,  and 
the  officers,  of  the  present  state  of  the  Revenue  that  you  may  in  time  provide  for  the  Deficiency 
in  these  funds  in  this  insueing  last  year  of  their  Date  which  was  foreseen,  and  I  doubt  you  will 
find  it  to  be  considerable,  as  well  as  the  ways  and  means  for  the  future  support  of  his  Majestys 
Government  here,  toward  which  you  have  ever  shown  the  warmest  zeal  and  n flection 

The  Late  attempt  of  some  wicked  men  to  conterfeit  your  Bills  of  Credit,  I  hope,  is  in  a  great 
measure  Disappointed  by  the  early  Discovery,  and  the  flight  of  the  persons  Cuilty,  in  all 
appearance,  for  the  finding  out,  and  securing  of  whom,  I  have  used  all  possible  dilligence.  1 
submit  it  to  you,  whether  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  pass  alaw  forbidding  the  currency  of  all 
Bills  above  a  certain  value,  which  shall  be  pasted  on  the  back  side,  after  a  certain  time  fixt,  by 
which  time  the  Treasurer  may  change  true  Bills,  so  pasted  with  others  which  he  is  to  sink  ;  for 
this  counterfeit  is  concealed  by  the  means  of  such  pasting,  as  these  false  Bills  will  convince 
you.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  so  much  reason  to  expect  your  ready  concurrence  in  every  thing  which  is  requisite  for 
the  Puhlick  Service,  that  I  meet  you  with  a  cheerfull  confidence,  and  an  Entire  Dependence  on 
your  making  Effectual  all  your  former  Resolutions  to  that  End,  and  your  coming  to  such  new 
ones  as  will  enable  me  to  carry  on  those  measures  on  the  Frontier  of  this  Province  which  I 
have  begun  with  some  success,  and  which  are  of  the  greatest  moment  for  your  security. 

I  have  now  for  a  long  time  waited  for  the  Confirmation  of  your  Act  for  laying  two  cent 
on  Europian  Goods,  But  Cannot  avoid  telling  you  not  only  that  it  is  not  Confirmed  but  by 
my  best  advices  it  never  will,  and  the  reason  Is  not  hard  to  guess  When  the  Legislature  at  home 
have  passed  a  Law  to  give  a  premium  upon  the  Exportation  of  the  British  Manufactures  It  is 
scarce  to  be  Expected  that  llie  Crown  will  consent  to  a  duty  on  those  very  Manufactures  when 
Imported  into  the  Plantations.  As  you  were  Convinced  of  the  Necessity  of  passing  this  Act 
formerly  I  can  have  no  Doubt  of  your  readyness  to  find  other  ways  to  provide  for  the  Same 
purposes  in  a  Manner  that  will  prove  real.  There  is  another  expectation  from  the  Act  of  the 
Support  of  Government  which  you  will  find  has  not  Answered,  and  that  is  the  Sinking  of  a 
large  Sum  of  Bills  of  Credit  out  of  it,  which  is  So  far  from  being  possible  that  the  Revenue 
will  not  even  Answer  when  this  Load  shall  be  taken  off. 

I  Depend  therefore  upon  your  Care  to  provide  Another  way  to  Sink  those  paper  Bills.  I 
must  take  this  occasion  to  recommend  it  to  you  to  Enquire  how  Publick  Moneys  have  been 
Managed  since  your  last  meeting,  and  whether  due  care  has  been  taken  to  recover  all  tlje 
Arrears  due  to  the  Publick  and  to  apply  them  according  to  Law,  and  whether  due  obedience 
has  yet  been  paid  to  my  orders  given  in  Council  to  promote  that  Service. 

I  Doubt  not  but  you  will  pay  a  due  deference  to  his  Majestys  Commands  to  me  to  take 
Care  that  the  Revenue  be  accounted  For  to  his  Majestys  proper  officer  of  which  I  will  Semi 
you  a  Copy,  as  likewise  will  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Small  Sum  given  last  year  for  the 
Service  of  the  Frontier  has  been  Disposed  of,  that  you  may  See  the  frugality  with  which  it  has 
been  managed 

The  Same  frugality  shall  be  observed  in  the  application  of  whatever  Sum  shall  be  now  given 
for  the  like  Services,  and  for  the  Errecting  and  Maintaing  a  Magazine  for  Powder,  of  which 
you  all  know  tho  necessity  l'or  the  Safety  of  this  nourishing  City.

The  unanimity  and  mutual  confidence  that  have  appeared  in  our  former  meetings  and  the 
General  Tranquility  that  is  observable  through  the  whole  Province  leave  me  little  room  lo 
apprehend  mischiefs  ariseing  from  Differences  among  ourselves. 

But  when  wicked  men  in  Delience  of  tin'  most  sacred  obligations  are  Continually  Conspiring 
The  Ruin  of  that  Glorious  Nation  to  which  We  belong  We  cannot  but  leal  the  Highest  concern 
while  our  common  fate  is  in  suspeneo  and  receive  the  news  of  Deliverance  with  all  Imiginable 
Joy. 

The  Dangers  which  have  hitherto  Threatued  us  have  all  taken  this  happy  Turn,  and  We  an; 
now  certainly  Informed  that  the  late  Traitorous  Schema  which  have  been  laid  against  his  most 
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Excellent  Majesty  and  his  happy  Kingdoms  have  been  rejected  and  disappointed  by  Forrcign 
Princes;  discovered  and  prevented  by  the  administration  at  home  and  have  now  brought  the 
Conspirators  to  Justice  and  Parliamentary  resentment. 

Could  we  have  believed  that  under  the  best  of  Kings  supported  by  a  hearty  Parliament,  and 
respected  by  all  the  Powers  of  Europe  a  Discontented  party  alone  would  thus  attempt  to  overturn 
tin;  constitution,  but  since  men  shew  themselves  so  Desperate  in  tlie  profoundest  stiite  of  Peace, 
safety  and  prosperity  can  never  Justily  a  Remissness  in  providing  against  Publick  dangers. 
What  is  true  of  Great  Nations  is  not  less  applicable  to  Provinces  that  Depend  on  them. 

You  are  very  .sensible  at  how  great  u  yearly  expense  the  G overrun1  at  home  Provides  for  your 
security  both  by  Land  and  Sea  and  if  this  does  not  Encourage  you  to  make  good  your  own  part 
in  putting  your  harbour  and  your  Frontier  in  an  Effectual  Posture  of  Defence  and  in  Providing 
sufficient  stores  and  Magazines  under  a  Proper  Regulation,  how  will  you  answer  it  to  yourselves 
if  at  any  time  you  should  come  to  be  Destroyed  by  surprize. 

I  have  some  reason  to  hope  that  it  cannot  be  an  apprehension  that  the  sums  raised  for  that 
purpose  may  be  misapplycd  that  will  divert  you  from  thinking  of  it  without  delay. 

What  you  have  given  towards  Encouraging  a  Trade  with  the  far  Nations  of  Indians  has  been 
frugally  Imployed  and  seems  to  have  had  a  very  happy  Effect,  If  this  Encouragin1  Is  continued 
and  the  pernicious  Trade  to  Canada  can  be  Elfectually  prevented  the  beginnings,  that  are  already 
made  to  bring  that  Trade  into  a  Right  Channel,  can  scarce  fail  of  coining  to  Perfection. 

I  need  only  remind  you  of  the  Deficiency  that  there  is  in  the  Revenue  ;  the  Chief  Causes  of 
it  you  were  fully  Informed  of  at  your  last  meeting  and  I  depend  on  it,  that  your  Justice  and 
humanity  to  the  Iuferiour  Officers  will.  Induce  you  to  provide  for  it  in  so  ample  a  manner  that 
the  Treasury  may  be  put  in  advance  sufficiently  to  pay  Warrants  when  they  become  due  which 
I  am  informed  has  been  the  practice  formerly. 

1  shall  be  very  glad  to  Joyu  with  you  in  any  Laws  that  can  be  thought  of  for  the  Publick 
benefit,  for  as  I  cannot  bear  the  thoughts  of  any  thing  against  your  Interest  so  I  shall  not  be 
easy  if  I  omit  anything  that  lyes  in  my  Power  to  promote  it.

Gentlemen, 

The  hearty  Zeal  which  you  have  alwaysshewn  for  his  Majestys  Government  and  your  just 
Concern  for  the  welfare  of  Great  Brittain  on  which  your  own  Safety  and  happiness  Depends 
makes  this  opportunity  very  agreable  to  me  of  Rejoycing  with  you  at  the  present  happy  posture 
of  Affairs  at  Home,  and  the  uuparalled  Glory  his  Majesty  has  gained  abroad  by  fixing  the  peace 
and  Tranquility  of  Europe  on  such  lasting  foundations  as  humanly  Speaking  cannot  easily  be 
shaken. 

The  Wisdom  of  a  British  Parliament  has  been  very  Eminent  upon  this  occasion,  they  have  not 
Slacken'd  their  Care  in  Securing  the  Nation  from  Danger  or  Surprize  and  they  have  Employed 
a  time  of  Plenty  Wealth  and  Quiett  in  providing  for  an  Easy  and  ElVectuall  payment  of  the 
publick  Debts, 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  Recommend  to  you  so  great  an  Example  since  as  I  am  sure  you  approve 
and  admire  it  I  have  Reason  to  Expect  you  will  imitate  in  your  own  measures  for  maintaining 
the  Defence  and  credit  of  this  Province. 

When  you  are  informed  of  the  Ruinous  Condition  of  the  buildings  of  this  Fort  which  is  the 
only  strength  of  the  Town  and  Harbour,  you  will  agree  with  me  that  an  immediate  and  sufficient 
Provision  to  Repair  it  is  the  most  frugal  method  to  go  about  so  necessary  a  work;  what  you  have 
formerly  Provided  has  been  fully  Employed  by  me  for  that  Service  and  I  will  order  and  estimate 
of  the  Extraordinary  Repairs  now  wanting  to  be  laid  before  you. 

The  great  Arrears  due  on  the  Support  of  Government  are  a  great  hardship  and  Discouragement 
to  the  officers  which  I  believe  you  will  not  think  they  Deserve,  I  must  therefore  Earnestly 
Recommend  it  to  you  to  make  an  Effectual]  provision  for  all  the  Incumbrances  Remaining  on 
the  Revenue  and  to  supply  the  Treasurer  so  amply  that  for  the  future  Warrants  may  be  paid 
punctually  as  they  become  Due. 

I  have  the  Satisfaction  to  acquaint  you  that  his  Majesty  has  given  his  Royall  Approbation  by 
an  Order  in  Council  to  An  Act  for  runing  and  Ascertaining  the  Lines  of  Partition  and  Division 
between  this  Colony  and  the  Colony  of  Connecticut. 

I  must  observe  to  you  that  this  has  not  been  obtained  without  much  opposition  from  the 
agent  lor  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  and  after  two  hearings  one  before  the  Lords  of  Trade 
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and  the  other  before  a  Comittcc  of  tlie  Privy  Council  who  Reported  to  his  esty  in  favour  of 
the  Act. 

The  usefulness  of  having  Agents  constantly  at  Home  may  appear  very  plainly  to  you  upon 
this  occasion,  and  1  wish  1  was  not  obliged  to  Remind  you  to  make;  good  your  Encouragement 
lor  the  time  past  and  that  Account  as  1  am  Confident  you  will  Judge  it  necessary  to  continue 
the  like  Encouragement  for  the  future  and  what  you  have  still  Depending  and  what  you  shall 
have  from  time  to  time  may  not  suffer  for  want  of  care  and  attendance  with  (sic)  the  business 
Requires  and  without  which  the  misrepresentation  of  persons  may  gain  credit  to  the,  prejudice 
of  your  proceedings. 

When  I  send  you  a  Copy  of  his  Majesty's  order  and  (sic)  Council  Twill  at  the  same  time  send  you 
Copys  of  al T the  papers  that  passed  at  a  State  meeting  between  CoHiml  from  this  Province  and 
Com  in"  for  Connecticut  from  whence  the  Latter  thought  litt  to  withdraw  very  unexpectedly, 
that  you  may  Consider  what  further  Measures  to  take  to  bring  this  Affair  to  a  conclusion. 

1  believe  you  are  very  Sensible  of  the  good  Effect  of  the  Laws  to  prevent  the  Trade  for  Indian 
Goods  to  Canada  the  Number  of  Remote  Nations  who  came  to  Trade  at  Albany  last  summer 
was  a  begining  of  those  happy  Conveyances  which  you  had  in  View  and  there  is  Reason  to 
Expect  greater  Number  of  those  Indians  at  this  time,  unless  the  French  use  Violence  to  prevent 
them  and  in  Case  that*  I  am  sure  there  will  not  be  only  more  reason  than  ever  to  continue  the 
Laws,  But  indeed  it  will  become  Necessary  to  forbid  all  manner  of  Correspondence  with  Canada, 
if  they  Attempt  to  Dcprove  you  of  the  Right  which  the  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and 
France  gives  you  of  Tradeing  with  all  the  Indians  on  the  Continent  of  America  who  are  not  to 
be  hindred  or  Molested  in  their  Way  to  and  from  thet  of  the  British  Colonys  on  Account  of 
Trade. 

This  matter  is  of  such  consequence  that  I  hope  you  will  Omit  no  measures  that  may  be  taken 
to  Increase  our  Trade  with  the  far  Nations  and  prevent  any  persons  from  continuing  to  serve 
the  French  Interests  for  their  own  private  gain  to  the  Manifest  Detriment  of  the  publick  Interest 
and  safety,  and  at  the  same  time  I  am  Confident  you  will  think  that  all  proper  methods 
should  he  provided  for  that  may  Encourage  the  live  Nations  to  Remain  firm  to  us  and  to  prevent 
the  unwearied  endeavours  the  french  use  to  seduce  them. 

I  have  Received  An  Additional  Instruction  from  his  Majesty  concerning  Private  Acts  of  which 
I  will  send  you  a  copy.

Gentlemen, 

I  cannot  but  look  back  with  Pleasure  on  your  Conduct  ever  since  I  have  had  the  happiness 
to  be  among  you. 

Your  readiness  to  Support  the  Government  in  an  honourable  manner,  your  Repeated  endeavours 
to  prevent  the  Growth  of  the  drench  Power  and  to  Strengthen  the  British  Interest  among  the 
Indians  and  your  Seasonable  Supplys  for  the  Repairs  of  his  Matys  Hurts  will  always  be  remembred 
to  the  honour  of  this  Assembly,  If  you  have  sometimes  met  with  opposition  it  has  had  little 
other  Effect  then  to  Justifye  your  Proceedings  A  late  Instance  of  this  kind  has  appeared  in  the 
unwearied  and  I  wish  I  could  not  say  Indirect  methods  taken  by  the  Merchants  to  defeat  your 
Acts  against  tlx;  Trade  with  Canada  but  by  the  Diligence  and  ability  of  your  Agents  the  Justice 
of  your  Laws  has  been  so  well  Represented  that  the  success  has  been  in  your  favour. 

It  is  now  more  and  more  Evident  every  year  of  how  great  advantage  these  Laws  have  been 
to  the  Trade  and  Security  of  this  Province. 

The  Quantity  of  Peltry  brought  from  the  Country  of  the  Five  Nations  during  this  Summer 
has  far  Exceeded  our  Expectations  and  is  more  then  what  used  to  come  from  Canada  and  the 
Ear  Indians  from  the  Lakes  have  as  I  am  Informed  all  stopped  at  our  Trading  places  and  none 
of  them  proceeded  to  Monreall  as  they  used  to  do.  I  am  Confident  that  Surprising  Success  and 
good  Effect  of  this  new  Trade  and  the  applause  it  has  met  with  in  Great  Britain  will  Engage 
you  to  take  Effectual  Measures  to  Encourage  it  by  renewing  and  Enforcing  the  prohibition  of 
that  pernicious  Trade  of  Indian  Goods  to  Canada  and  by  providing  amply  for  the  charges 
necessary  to  keep  the  Indians  (Faithful)  to  us,  To  this  End  it  will  be  Requisite  that  some  fit 
persons  be  appointed  constantly  to  reside  among  the  Onnondages  as  well  as  the  Sinnekas  who 
may  be  always  ready  to  defeat  the  Acts  which  the  French  industrously  iniploy  to  seduce  those 
.  Indians.  I  have  begun  with  this  Subject  and  Dwelt  the  Longer  upon  it  because  it  highly 
Concerns  your  Safety. 

The  Revenue  for  the  Support  of  this  Government  is  near  its  Expiration  I  depend  on  your 
own  Observation  and  Experience  to  plead  with  you  for  as  Ample  and  Extensive  a  provision  for 
the  time  to  Come. 

Where  Actions  ought  to  Speak  words  should  not  be  offered,  I  shall  only  recommend  the 
Officers  of  the  Government  to  your  Care  who  in  doing  their  Duty  are  often  Lyable  to  private 
resentments  and  are  on  that  Account  Entituled  to  protection  as  well  as  Subsistanee  from  the 
Legislature  and  without  a  Sufficient  number  of  Olficers  the  administration  Cannot  be  Carryed 
on  and  the  Laws  must  loose  their  Force. 

The  Provision  you  have  already  made  for  renewing  the  Decayed  Buildings  of  the  Fort  will  I 
believe  appear  to  you  to  have  been  (Frugally  and  Effectually  Imploycd  and  I  depend  on  your 
Coming  to  a  Resolution  that  So  good  a  design  shall  not  flail  of  what  is  Still  wanting  to 
Compleat  it. 

I  Cannot  Acquaint  you  with  a  Further  Instance  besides  what  I  have  mentioned  of  the 
Diligence  of  your  Agents  in  the  Service  of  the  Province  and  particularly  for  the  benefit  of  this 
City  and  that  is  the  Soliciting  by  my  directions  and  obtaining  the  East  End  of  Long  Island  to 
be  restored  to  the  District  of  the  Collector  of  New  York. 

You  Cannot  desire  more  Convincing  Proofs  of  the  Usefullness  of  having  Such  Agents  and 
therefore  I  rely  on  your  making  good  your  fformer  Engagements  to  them  and  on  your  giving 
them  marks  of  your  Esteem  and  Confidence  in  Continuing  their  appointment  for  a  Longer  time 
than  you  have  hitherto  done  and  providing  Suitably  for  their  payment. 

I  have  now  gone  thro'  the  Several  Particulars  which  I  had  to  Lay  before  you  and  I  shall 
only  add  this  General  Consideration  to  Enforce  them  all. 

That  at  this  time  the  happy  Agreement  that  has  always  Subsisted  between  his  Majesty  and 
his  parliament  Ever  since  his  Accession  to  the  Crown  is  the  Admiration  of  all  Europe  and  the 
Glory  of  the  British  Nation  I  am  perswaded  you  will  do  your  part  in  (Following  so  great  an 
Example  and  that  you  will  regard  what  1  propose  to  you  only  as  it  Tends  to  his  Majestys

The  great  and  Constant  Charge  at  which  Great  Britain  Maintains  (Forces  for  the  Defence  of 
this  province  in  a  more  Kminent  manner  than  any  of  the  Neighbouring  Provinces  partake  of  as 
it,  is  a  very  Distinguishing  mark  of  his  Majestys  Royal  Care  so  it  calls  upon  you  to  make  the 
most  natural  returns  for  so  singular  a  favour  by  Providing  Honourably  and  amply  fur  the 
Support  6f  his  Government  here,  and  since  the  sums  which  you  have  usually  raised  lor  that 
purpose  have  not  amounted  to  any  thing  near  to  so  much  as  those  Issued  from  Great  Britain  for 
your  security,  ft  should  Induce  you  rat  her  lot  hink  of  increasing  than  Lessening  your  Supply 
and  rather  of  \<)x tending  than  of  Shortening  the  lime  of  ifs  Continuance  and  as  no  Occasion  has

The  great  success  we  have  already  had  in  the  Trade  upon  the  River  of  Onuoudage  and  the 
Noble  spirit  that  animates  the  people  to  go  on  with  it  gives  us  Encouragement  to  Leave  no 
means  untryed  to  Establish  and  Encrease  it. 

The  only  danger  we  have  be  apprehend  is  from  the  unwearied  artifices  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Canada  among  our  Indians  to  alienate  (heir  affections  and  particularly  to  Interrupt  this  Trade 
which  has  put  them  in  great  consternation  because  it  is  SO  sure  a  means  to  .Strengthen  our  Interest 
and  to  weaken  theirs  with  all  the  Nations  of  North  America 

I  am  sorry  to  Inform  you  that  they  have  taken  great  advantage  this  Winter  of  the  want  of 
propel-  persons  from  this  Government  resideing  among  the  Onnondagas  and  Sinnecas  &  have 
Instilled  groundless  fears  into  the  minds  of  the  five  Nations  of  Dangers  that  may  ariBC  to  (hem 
by  this  open  trade  with  the  liar  Indians  which  I  have  done  my  utmost  Endeavour  to  remove  hut 
I  am  convinced  that  the  most  Effectual  means  to  keep  them  steady  will  he  your  Enabling  me  to 
maintain  a  sufficient  Number  of  Hit  persons  Constantly  among  them  as  1  have  formerly  done 
with  good  .success. 

If  1  am  Earnest  with  you  on  this  head  it  is  your  safety  &  that  of  your  posterity  that  makes 
me  so  ;  all  that  1  desin:  ol  you  is  not  to  he  Wanting  to  your  .Selves.  Your  agent  who  is  Ever 
watch  full  in  what  relates  to  your  Interest  has  acquainted  me  by  the  first  opportunity  he  had 
that  some  application  had  been  made  at  home  to  your  disadvantage  which  i  will  communicate 
to  you, 

This  with  many  other  Instances  of  his  Ability  and  Diligence  will  I  doubt  not  Confirm  you 
in  the  Resolution  taken  in  your  last  sessions  upon  that  head 

I  have  received  a  Letter  from  the  Governour  of  Connecticut  about  Finishing  the  partition 
Line  which  I  will  Lay  before  you  that  you  make  provision  for  so  necessary  a  work. 

I  need  now  only  remind  you  that  the  repairs  ol' the  building  in  the  libit  stand  in  need  of  your

Gentlemen, 

The  choice  which  the  people  of  this  Province  have  so  lately  made  of  you  to  Represent  them 
gives  me  a  fresh  opportunity  of  knowing  their  Sentiments  and  Inclinations  I  have  always 
endeavoured  to  promote  their  Interest  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability  and  it  will  add  to  my 
satisfaction  to  do  it  in  the  manner  which  they  themselves  desire 

When  you  Enquire  into  the  state  of  the  present  Revenue  J  believe  you  will  find  it  insufficient 
to  answer  the  usual  Expence  for  the  Support  of  the  Government  and  considering  the  nourishing 
and  Encreasiiig  condition  of  the  Colony  it  would  be  to  its  dishonour  as  well  disadvantage!  to 
lessen  the  Encouragement  that  has  bi-en  given  to  the  necessary  Officers  of  the  Government  I 
depend  on  your  readiness  to  supply  this  deficiency  which  will  be  the  most  solid  and  convinceing 
proof  of  your  gratitude  to  the  best  of  Kings  who  lias  shewn  during  the  whole  course  of  his 
lieigu  that  the  consent*  Employment  of  his  thoughts  and  the  most  Earnest  wishes  of  his  heart 
lend  wholy  to  the  Securing  to  His  Subjects  their  .Just  rights  and  advantages  You  need  not 
fear  that  any  of  his  servants  will  dare  to  abuse  the  confidence  reposed  [in]  them  when  they  must 
expect  that  their  great  neglect  of  duty  or  abuse  of  trust  will  draw  upon  them  his  Just 
displeasure. 

You  will  find  that  the  supply  last  provided  for  finishing  the  new  apartments  in  the  Fort  of 
New  York  has  been  employed  with  the  inmost  frugality  and  1  hope  that  by  the  same 
management  the  Repairs  of  the  Roof  of  the  Chappcll  and  the  Baracks  which  are  in  a 
condition  entirely  ruinous  will  require  no  very  large  sum  tho'  it  is  plain  that  the  charge  of  doing 
it  will  encrease  considerably  if  its  delayed  any  longer  than  the  next  Spring  which  obliges  me 
to  recommend  it  to  your  care  at  present  that  provision  may  be  made  torso  presing  and  necessary 
a  work 

1  must  remind  you  that  your  agent  continues  his  watchfulness  and  diligence  over  the  Interest 
of  tin;  Country  tho  he  has  remained  a  long  time  without  any  allowance  so  generous  a  conduct 
on  his  part  will  not  fail  of  engaging  you  to  take  care  that  his  past  Services  may  not  go 
unrewarded  and  that  so  useful!  a  person  may  be  fixed  in  your  Service  and  a  Setled  provision 
made  for  his  Encouragement 

I  shall  lay  before  you  my  Late  Conferrances  with  the  Six  Nations  in  which  I  flatter  my  self 
that  I  have  contributed  not  a  Little  to  fix  them  in  their  duty  to  his  Majesty  their  affection  to 
this  Government  and  their  Just  apprehensions  of  the  ill  designs  of  the  People  of  Canada  in 
fortifying  so  near  to  them  at  lagara-  I  have  sent  a  lit  person  to  reside  among  the  Sinnckes  this 
Winter  who  is  not  pormited  to  trade  and  will  thereby  have  the  more  weight  and  credit  with 
them.  I  doubt  not  of  your  Joining  with  me  in  taking  such  farther  measures  as  are  necessary  to 
make  the  Six  Nations  remain  an  Effectual  security  to  our  Frontier  the  Indefatigable  endeavours 
of  the  French  to  employ  all  possible  methods  whether  of  Art  or  Force  to  make  themselves 
masters  of  those  nations  shew  what  opinion  they  have  of  their  Importance  and  their  diligence 
calls  upon  us  to  loose  no  time  and  spare  no  cost  in  disappointing  such  dangerous  attempts  and 
in  doing  every  thing  that  may  Conduce  to  our  Safety  on  that  side 

The  Trade  on  the  Onnoudagos  River  has  (increased  considerably  and  by  the  best  enquiry  I 
could  make  more  of  the  fat  Indians  have  been  this  Summer  than  ever  before  but  1  must  express 
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to  you  my  concern  at  the  disorderly  and  fraudulent  conduct  of  some  of  our  own  people  at  that 
Trading  place  who  have  used  many  of  the  Indians  in  an  unjust  and  some  Limes  in  a  violent 
manner;  these  abuses  if  not  remidied  and  prevented  in  time  may  give  such  a  disgust  to  the 
Indians  as  to  discourage  them  from  coutimieiitg  to  come  thither  on  account  of  Trade  and  thereby 
loose  the  good  ('Heels  of  what  has  been  so  happily  begun  and  carryed  on  with  so  much  success.  1 
hope  you  will  think  of  proper  expedients  to  cure  this  growing  evill  and  among  other  things  I 
am  opinion  that  if  that  Trade  he  confined  to  a  certain  place  and  a  lit  person  appointed  to  reside 
there  during  the  season  with  power  to  receive  Complaints  from  the  Indians  and  redress  their 
grievences  and  the  Traders  obliged  to  he  determined  by  their  .Judgment  on  pain  of  being  lined 
in  case  of  refusal  it  might  go  a  great  ways  to  answer  the  end  proposed,  I  shall  very  gladly  Join 
with  you  in  this  or  any  other  proper  measures  to  enereasi:  nnd  preserve  our  Interest  with  the  far 
Nations  which  this  Trade  will  undoubtedly  do  when  duly  regulated  You  may  depend  on  my 
Concurrence  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  in  any  Laws  that  you  shall  frame  for  the  publick  good 
and  in  my  hearty  endeavours  to  obtain  his  Majestys  Confirmation  of  them  and  of  as  many  of  the 
Laws  formerly  enacted  as  you  shall  desire  which  wdl  at  the  same  time  require  the  continual 
soHicitatioti  of  your  Agent  at  home 

And  now  Gentlemen  I  have  mentioned  to  you  what  particulars  I  had  to  recommend  for  the 
publick  Service,  1  have  only  to  add  in  general  that  I  hope  your  present  meeting  will  he  an 
eminent  Instance  of  the  good  Effects  of  an  In  tire  Confidence  between  the  Several  branches  of 
the  Legislature;  it  would  then  appear  in  the  clearest  light  that  An  Administration  is  never  So 
Strong  and  well  Supported  as  by  the  General  voice  of  the  people  nor  the  people  ever  so  wi  ll 
Secured  in  their  Liberty  and  property  as  by  the  Governments  being  enabled  to  see  the  Laws 
executed  W  BURNET.

Gentlemen} 

The  Death  of  our  late  Sovcraign  of  ever  Glorious  memory  and  the  happy  accession  of  hi.s  most 
Excellent  Majesty  have  already  lill'd  your  hearts  with  all  that  dutiful!  subjects  must  (eel  upon  so 
great  an  Occasion  and  tin;  choice  which  the  people  have  at  this  time  made  of  you  to  represent 
them  gives  you  an  Early  opportunity  of  Expressing  their  Loyal  sentiments  upon  it. 

You  find  that  I  have  lost  no  time  nor  Spared  no  Expeuce  in  order  to  secure  the  five  Nations 
to  the  British  Interest  by  making  a  settlement  of  some  strength  among  them  convenient  for  Trade 
with  the;  far  Indians  as  well  as  themselves  and  by  supporting  it  in  such  a  manner  as  I  hope  with 
your  assistance  will  prevent  any  attempts  against  it  The  consequence  of  this  undertaking 
cannot  appear  better  than  by  the  great  uneasiness  it  has  given  to  the  French  who  seem 
apprehensive  that  their  unjustifiable  pretensions  and  Encroachments  upon  our  Indians  and  their 
Endeavours  to  Engross  tin;  trade  with  all  the  far  nations  will  be  defeated  by  it  That  they  are 
under  so  much  concern  you  will  plainly  see  by  the  Governours  of  Canadas  summons  to  my  Officer 
at  Oswego  to  abandon  it  and  by  his  Letter  delivered  me  by  the  Governour  of  Trois  Itiveres 
wherein  he  complaiucs  of  tin:  Enterpri/.e  in  the  strongest  terms,  which  papers  together  with  my 
answer  J  shall  lay  before  you 

I  cannot  avoid  observing  to  you  that  the  Fund  provided  by  the.  late  Assembly  for  this  service 
has  not  in  any  ways  answered  the  greatness  of  the  charge  nor  even  any  part  worth  mentioning 
of  what  it  was  Intended  to  produce  so  that  the  whole  has  been  performed  at  my  own  Expeuce 
or  upon  my  private  Credit;  and  this  burden  I  choose  to  take  entirely  on  my  sell  rather  than  sutler 
the  design  to  run  the  risque  of  being  lost  as  it  probably  would  do  by  the  least  delay,  J  have 
thus  Engaged  my  self  upon  a  full  confidence  that  you  would  not  fail  to  provide  for  the  Immediate 
discharge  of  a  Debt  contracted  for  the  province  when  its  Safety  required  it  in  the  most  pressing 
manner,  Tin;  particulars  shall  be  laid  before  you  as  far  the  accounts  are  compleaied.  And  1 
hope  you  will  make  a  large  Allowance  lor  what  is  not  yet,  brought  to  account  and  make  (nil 
provision  of  what  shall  be  requisite  for  the  next  year  to  support  and  maintain  this  Important 
post. 

I  must  remind  you  of  the  inconveniences  which  arise  from  tin;  Limits  of  the  province  being 
undetermined.  This  is  not  only  a  great  discouragement  to  its  being  well  peopled  and  Improved 
but  likewise  a  constant  occasion  of  quarrcils  with  our  neighbours.  Our  late  Agreement  with 
the  Government  of  Connecticut  has  indeed  put  a  stop  to  them  lor  the  present  on  That  Side 
but  unless  you  make  provision  for  com  pleating  the  Lines  to  be  run  in  Consequence  of  it,  which 
that  province  has  made  repeated  application  to  have  done  the  mischiefs  intended  to  be 
prevented  by  that  agreement  may  possibly  happen.  You  are  no  Strangers  to  tin;  difference 
which  have  Subsisted  for  some  years  between  the  patentees  of  Wcstornhook  and  (In;  Inhabitants 
of  the  province  of  Massachusetts  JJay  ;  upon  the  Application  of  those  patentees  I  have  made  An 
Agreement  with  that  Government  to  abstain  on  both  sides  from  any  new  ai  tempts  till  the 
Lines  between  that  province  and  this  Shall  be  run  and  their  Assembly  has  made  a  proposal  to 
treat  with  this  Government  about  those  Limits  and  have  named  Commissioners  lor  that  purpose 

1  Shall  Lay  (heir  Resolves  before  you  that  you  may  take  Such  Measures  on  that  bead  as  you 
shall  think  Expedient 

There  has  been  so  much  already  done  to  Bcautifie  anil  repair  the  Buildings  in  tin;  Fort  that 
I  am  perswaded  you  will  not  leave  that  work  Imperfect.    The  Soldiers  Barracks  are  in  a  very 
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ruinous  Condition  and  will  require  a  much  greater  Charge,  if  what  is  necessary  to  keep  them 
from  falling  be  not  done  without  delay 

I  have  Lately  been  Informed  of  Disturbances  that  have  happened  between  the  Inhabitants  of 
Orange  County  in  this  province  and  Hunterdon  County  in  New  Jersey  which  i  know  of  no 
Expedient  to  put  an  Eiid  to,  but  by  Compleating  the  Division  Line  on  that  Side  which  will 
require  a  Sufficient  provision  from  you 

I  have  the  .Satisfaction  to  1 1)  form  you  that  your  At^ent  has  been  very  Active  in  Soliciting 
the  AUiiirs  of  this  province  and  purlieu bi  ly  that,  he  lui>j  Succeeded  in  obtaining  that  pressing 
Instances  might  be  inndc  at  the  Court  of  France  against  the  Stone  liOUSi  at  Niagara. 

You  Cannot  but  be  Sensible  that  his  Vigilance  will  be  very  requisite  to  prevent  any 
misrepresentations  which  the  French  may  make  of  our  Building  at  Oswego  as  well  as  to  bring 
the  other  matters  committed  to  his  care  to  a  happy  conclusion  and  therefore  I  make  no  question 
of  your  Continuing  to  give  him  all  Suitable  Encouragement 

The  Season  of  the  year  being  So  far  advanced  1  hope  you  will  proceed  with  all  possible 
dispatch  that  you  may  finish  what  I  have  recommended  to  you  and  if  you  have  any  thing  to 
propose  for  the  benefit  of  the  Country  I  shall  very  readily  Join  with  you  to  the  Utmost  of  my 
power.

O/dered,  that  the  said  representation  he  Entred  accordingly  which  is  as  follows: 

To  ins  Exckllkncy  in  Council. 

It,  is  with  the  greatest  concern  we  find  the  proceedings  of  a  Committee  of  tin;  Council  of 
which  we  were  the  members  taxed  by  the  Assembly  of  the  highest  violation  of  the  priviledges 
of  the  General  Assembly  and  with  rendring  the  Liberty  and  property 8  of  the  people  precarious 
as  is  but  too  plainly  insinuated  in  their  printed  Votes  or  the  thirtieth  of  July  East.  We 
therefore  think  it  our  Indispensible  duty  with  respect  to  that  regard  which  is  due  to  your 
Excellency  to  the  representatives  of  the  people  and  to  that  Justice  which  is  Likewise  due  to  our 
selves  to  set  the  whole  matter  in  a  true  Light  and  to  place  I  lie  blame  of  all  misunderstandings 
where  we  are  convinced  it  ought  to  he  Laid  by  Giving  the  following  short  account  of  the 
occasion  of  and  proceedings  in  the  present  differences  and  animosities 

While  Mr  Phi  II  ipse  was  at  the  head  of  the  Last  Assembly  he  became  Defendant  in  a  Suit  in 
the  Court  of  Chancery  of  this  province  lor  Lands  of  great  Value  and  the  matter  in  dispute 
coming  to  hearing  on  Bill  and  Answer  The  Governour  decreed  (sometime  in  the  summer  before 
the  Last  Assembly)  in  behalf  of  the  Complainants.  This  Decree  however  was  not  in  form 
compleated  till  the  :23d  of  November  Last  while  the  Assembly  was  sitting 

Two  Days  afterwards  his  Excellency  (having  sent  for  the.  Assembly  to  the  Council  Chamber 
to  be  witnesses  of  passing  the  Acts)  went  about  noon  in  the  usual  form  to  the  City  Hall  to 
publish  them  when  he  was  informed  of  the  resolves  made  that  Day  by  the  Assembly  against  the 
Court  of  Chancery  and  thought  lit  at  his  return  to  the  Council  Chamber  to  dissolve  the 
Assembly 

The  Council  entred  some  Counter  Resolves  in  their  minutes  and  a  Committee  was  appointed 
to  make  observations  on  the  resolves  of  the  Assembly  and  afterwards  were  directed  to  send  for 
persons  and  to  Examine  upon  oath  if  Occasion  should  require  it  <*  . 

We  thought  it  our  Duty  not  to  publish  all  the  particulars  of  this  Examination  because  it  may 
discourage  future  discoveries  to  mention  (without  Evident  necessity)  so  much  as  the  names  of 
persons  from  whom  we  had  our  information.    It  is  sufficient  for  the  present  purpose  to  declare 

That  it  Evidently  appeared  to  us  That  there  had  been  no  Complaint  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
made  to  the  Assembly,  no  Information  given  them  of  any  ill  practice 

That  Mr  Phdflipse  Speaker  of  tj^e  House  only  read  a  paper  in  his  own  hand  writing  containing 
all  the  words  of  the  said  resolves  and  of  the  preamble  to  them  as  they  are  now  entred  upon 
the  Journall  of  the  House  without  any  alteration  Except  the  Words  neminc  contradlccntc  which 
upon  the  objection  of  one  of  the  members  were  struck  out. 

That  notwithstanding  these  Resolves  Recite  a  Report  from  the  Committee  there  was  no  report 
mado  either  verbally  or  in  writing  but  this  paper  only  Head  by  the  Speaker  which  of  it  self 
plainly  shows  that  it  could  not  he  the  report  of  the  ( 'oimuittee.  It  Likewise  appeared  to  us 
that  there  had  no  mention  been  made  in  the  House  of  any  Grievances  from  the  Court  of 
Chancery  before  the  said  twenty  fifth  of  November  It  was  well  known  for  some  days  before 
that  the  Sessions  were  to  end  that  Day  and  that  the  only  mention  made  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  the  Assembly  was  by  reading  that  paper  which  was  likewise  done  before  the 
Assembly  was  called  up  to  the  Council  Chamber  that  the  Clerk  (tho'  there  was  no  Interruption 
made)  had  not  time  to  enter  upon  the  minutes  before  the  members  Left  the  House 

It  further  appeared  to  us  that  the  Committee  of  Greivances  was  convened  in  a  more  private 
manner  than  usual  in  the  Evening  before  the  Resolves  were  made  :  That  no  ( lomplaints  of  the  Court 
of  Chancery  were  made  to  that  Committee  during  the  Last  Sessions  Except  one  that  the  High  lees 
of  the  Court  were  mentioned  by  one  of  the  members  of  that  Committee  and  no  notice  taken  of  it 
till  that  Evening  belbre  the  Resolves  were  made  in  the  House  when  Mr  W'"  Smith,  Abraham 
Gouverneur  and  Sarah  Ilett  who  were  all  interested  in  a  suit  then  depending  in  Chancery  and 
no  other  persons,  appeared  before  the  Committee -to  Complain  and  we  have  reason  to  beleive 
likewise  that  these  persons  did  not  appear  of  I  heir  own  Accord,  but  were  sent  for  by  one  of  tin; 
members  of  flu;  House  and  their  whole  Complaint  was  of  a  writt  of  Nc  Exeatl  Issued  against 
them  as  to  the  occasion  of  which  we  must  reierr  to  page  It)'1'  of  the  printed  Decree  in  the  case 
of  Medina  &c"  against  Ilett  &cu

These  things  being  clearly  in;ule  out  it  is  Easy  to  conceive  what  impression  these  resolves 
(obtained  in  tliis  manner)  made  upon  our  minds  where  we  see  one  of  the  Branches  of  the 
Legislature,  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  thus  Blindly  giving  up  their  Judgments  to  the 
Will  of  one  man  without  the  Least  regard  to  .lustier  or  to  truth  or  to  the  honour  of  the  person 
the  King  had  intrusted  with  the  Government  of  this  province  lor  how  can  they  he  said  to  have 
any  regard  for  Justice  when  they  proposed  no  Less  than  tin'  reversing  all  the  Decrees  in  Chancery 
without  knowing  or  in  the  Least  enquiring  into  the  merits  of  anyone  Cause  or  when  they 
endeavoured  to  blacken  the  character  of  the  highest  Judge  of  tin;  province,  tho'  no  one  thing 
in  his  Conduct  appeared  that  deserved  the  Least  blame  or  what  regard  could  they  have  to  truth 
When  they  assert  facts  of  the  higest  nature  without  desiring  the  Least  Evidence  to  any  one  of 
them  and  all  this  is  aggravated  by  the  greatest  disrespect  that  can  be  shown  to  his  Majcstys 
Authority  in  his  Courts  ol'  Justice 

Your  Excellency  will  Easily  believe  what  abhorrence  the  discovery  of  these  things  raised  in 
our  minds  and  yet  we  hope  that  our  Conduct  will  make  it  manifest  that  these. discoveries  did 
not  Lead  us  into  any  indecent  passions  tho'  if  they  had,  we  ought  on  such  an  occasion  hope  for 
Large  Allowances  from  the  most  severe  .Judge.  No,  may  it  ji/casc  your  Excellency,  we  proceeded 
with  a  very  different  temper  of  mind;  we  did  what  the  Assembly  ought  to  have  done;  we 
Enquired  with  the  greatest  strictness  into  the  practice  of  that  Court,  as  the  Council  is  certainly 
bound  in  duty  to  do,  when  any  Complaints  of  Greivances  come  to  their  Knowledge,  And  we 
Enquired  of  all  those  that  we  thought  were  most  Likely  to  inform  us,  among  which  certainly 
we  ought  to  Expect  the  most  voluntary  as  well  as  ample  Information  from  those  that  made  this 
publick  complaint,  and  however  unreasonably  backward  some  of  I  hem  were  from  informing  us, 
we  neglected  no  information  from  those  that  made  this  publick  Complaint 

We  found  fees  taken  by  the  Inferior  officers  to  he.  in  many  Cases  loo  high,  and  we  found  the 
Lawyers  had  been  guilty  of  many  abuses  in  their  practice  as  in  prolonging  suits  and  encreasiug 
the  expences  thereof  by  manifold  contrivances,  But  to  the  Honour  of  the  Judge  of  that  Court 
We  must  say,  we  could  find  nothing  blame  worthy  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  itself,  and 
we  are  perswaded  it  can  stand  the  severest  Enquiry.  We  have  not  only  enquired  into  these 
abuses  but  hope  we  have  Likewise  Provided  Effectual  llemedys  for  them  as  we  think  will 
evidently  appear  to  all  impartial  Judges  who  shall  see  the  two  late  ordinances  for  regulating 
the  fees  and  practice  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  prepared  by  this  Committee 

Had  we  not  then  mt/i/  it  ylcusc  your  Excellency,  good  reason  to  Expect  that  these  our 
proceedings  would  be  highly  acceptable  to  the  people  of  this  Province,  We  must  presume 
your  Excellency  is  surprized  to  hear  that  they  have  not.  We  must  think  therefore  that  the 
same  artfull  contriver  that  had  before  so  strangely  influenced  the  Assembly,  influenced  the 
people  in  no  less  strange  a  manner,  for  it  was  done  by  such  arts  and  contrivances  as  could  be 
suited  to  no  purpose  but  such  as  appears  too  Evidently  to  be  his  in  the  Resolves  of  the  late 
Assembly.  Such  falsehoods  and  slanders  were  spread  among  the  people  of  his  Excellency,  our 
late  Coverneur  and  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  that  they  could  have  been 
invented  with  no  other  view  but  to  incite  the  mobb  Sc  with  the  hopes  that  we  must  sink  under 
the  load  of  calumny  which  was  laid  upon  us  &  that  the  discovery  of  his  Design  might  be  thereby 
prevented 

The  uprightness  of  our  Intentions,  for  on  such  an  occasion  as  this  men  are  allowed  to  defend 
themselves  with  Less  modest  reserve  than  is  usual  on  other  occasions,  We  say  the  uprightness 
of  our  Intentions  made  us  confidently  hope  for  the  assistance  of  all  honest  men  and  therefore 
we  cannot  forbear  declaring  our  concern  at  the  want  of  some  assistance  we  had  a  right  to 
Expect  in  our  proceedings,  tor  thereby  we  were  not  only  discouraged  and  an  opinion  impressed 
on  the  people  to  our  prejudice  but  also  the  diflicultys  we  Laboured  under  were  highly  augmented 
and  the  artifices  used  against  us  were  Easily  promoted 

The  Resolves  of  the  present  Assembly  of  the  JJU"'  of  July  nnd  which  we  are  assured  were 
procured  in  the  very  same  manner  those  of  the  Last  Assembly  were,  oblidge  us  to  be  more 
particular  in  one  point  than  we  should  otherwise  have  thought  there  was  any  necessity  for.  It 
is  insinuated  in  these  resolves  that  the  Committee  of  Council  sent  for  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Last  Assembly  in  an  imperious  manner  and  Confined  one  of  them  for  insisting  that  be 
thought  himself  accountable  to  the  house  only  for  any  act  done  in  it.  The  truth  of  this 
assertion  did  not  in  any  manner  (as  we  have  reason  to  believe)  appear  to  the  House  by  any 
Complaint  or  information  whatsoever  made  there,  but  is  on  the  contrary  such  an  unfair 
misrepresentation  that  it  cannot  be  doubled  from  whose  hands  it  came.  The  particular  instance 
to  which  they  chcilly  point  is  this: 

Wo  ordered  our  Messenger  to  give  our  Service;  to  M1'  Bcekman  and  tell  him  that  the  Gentlemen 
of  this  Council  desire  to  speak  with  him  at  M'Blagges  ;  a  very  imperious  way  of  sending  for  them  ; 
And  when  he  came,  he  was  desired  to  take  a  seat  with  us  at  the  table  which  he  did,  and  this  no 
doubt  was  using  him  with  a,  very  high  hand.  We  beg  your  Excel  lencys  pardon  if  we  cannot 
forbear- some  resentment  on  this  occasion.  We  told  him  the  Occasion  of  our  sending  for  him 
was  I h  it  we  might  be  informed  ol  what  Complaints  and  other  informations  the  Assembly  had 
against  the  Court  of  Chancery  that  we  might  have  an  opportunity  of  redressing  the  Greivances 
and  the  Governour  of  clearing  himself  of  the  reflection  which  seemed  to  bo  cast  upon  him. 
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These  things  being  put  in  the  form  of  Questions,  all  that  wo  could  obtain  from  him  was  that 
he  would  make  no  answer.  We  then  askc  him  it  he  thought  the  Answering  of  these  Questions 
would  do  him  any  personal  prejudice  But  all  he  would  say  even  to  this  Question  was  thai  he 
would  not  answer.  He  being  desired  to  withdraw  and  afterwards  culled  in  and  seated  with  the 
same  respect  as  before,  some  Arguments  were  used  to  [Nil's wude  him  to  answer.  But.  he  appeal ing 
resolute,  we  desired  he  would  attend  us  at  any  other  time  we  should  give  him  notice-.  Upon 
which  he  answered  in  a  haughty  manner  that  he  would  if  his  buisilCSS  del  not.  call  him  an)' 
where  Else,  and  while  we  endeavoured  to  put  a  good  construction  on  his  words  he  endeavoured 
more  Sc  more  to  manifest  his  Disrespect,,  and  when  we  desired  him  lo  slay  in  the  House  iill  we 
considered  on  these  Last  answers,  he  said,  he  would  slay  an  hour  or  so  Long  as  it  should  he 
convenient  to  himself,  or  words  to  the  same  purpose.  Upon  which  the  messenger  was  ordered 
not  lo  suH'er  him  lo  go  out  of  I  he  house  wit  hout  further  orders  from  us.  And  about  hall  an  hour 
afterwards  he  was  told  to  go  about  his  huisncss 

We  do  not  remember  his  saying  that  he  did  not  think  himself  accountable  for  any  Act  done 
in  the  House,  nor  do  we  perceive  how  it  could  be  a  pertinent  answer  at  Least  to  any  Question 
then  put  to  him  ;  tor  we  did  not  charge  him  or  any  other  person  with  any  Crime  committed  in 
the  House  ;  ( )r  if  we  had  and  this  had  been  his  Answer  We  cannot  say  that  we  should  I  avc  been 
satislycd  with  it,  for  if  any  Crime  had  been  committed  there  the  house;  could  have  taken  no 
further  notice  of  it,  than  as  it  was  Likewise  a  contempt  of  the  House;  and  must  have  lett  the 
puriishifient  of  the  Crime  it  Self  to  a  proper  Judicature,  to  which  Judicature  we  think  that 
person  must  Certainly  have  been  Accountable. 

This  is  that  Calling  to  an  Account  and  Confinement  which  the  Assembly  resents  as  tin-  highest 
violation  and  breach  of  the  priviledges  Hue;  and  of  right  belonging  to  General  Assemblys  and 
of  pernicious  and  dangerous  consequence  to  the  Lihertys  of  the  people.  We;  heartily  wish  that 
their  Resolves  may  never  effect  the  priviledge  of  Assemblys  ami  the  propertys  and  Lihertys  of 
the  people  more  than  any  Act  of  Conned  ever  since  we;  had  tin-  honour  to  sit  at  that  Board 

Upon  the  whole;  we  beg  leave  to  observe  to  your  Excellency,  That  unless  such  attempts  as 
this  he  Effectually  discouraged,  The  Authority  of  his  Majestys  Courts  may  often  be  in  danger 
from  the:  Artifices  id'  popular  men  That  Judges  may  he  frightened  even  in  Cases  where-  the  King 
is  highly  concerned  from  giving  Judgment  against  a  Leading  man  of  An  Assembly  ami  that  the 
poor  may  have  no  means  Left  of  Defending  or  recovering  their  right  when  Invaded  by  rich  and 
popular  men 

If  such  an  open  Invasion  of  the  Kings  prerogative  should  now  be  passed  with  neglect  any 
Discourse  of  it  for  the  future  may  become  the  Test  of  tin;  people 

When  your  Excellency  considers  that  the  Gentlemen  of  his  Majestys  Council  as  well  as  all 
the  ollicers  of  the'  Government,  hold  their  places  only  during  pleasure,  And  that  it  must  be  very 
difficult  to  Guard  against  private  misrepresentations  where  such  open  and  publick  ones  are 
attempted,  they  may  he;  very  much  inclined  to  free  themselves  from  troublesome  disputes — 
That  i ho'  we  know  of  no  Instance'  where  the  Council  have  ever  streehed  their  Authority,  there 
are  many  where  they  have  yielded  to  the  Assembly  and  upon  which  the  Expectation  of  tin; 
Assembly  have'  always  risen.  For  Example,  the  Assembly  having  once  gained  the  appointing  of 
the  officer  with  whom  the;  revenue  is  to  be  Lodged,  they  afterwards  Assumed  the  same  as  to  all 
the  Collectens,  so  that  properly  speaking  not  one  farthing  of  the  money  given  by  Act  of 
Assembly  for  support  of  Government  is  in  the  Kings  hands.  They  were  not  contented  with  this 
but  expected  Likewise  the  nomination  of  all  the  officers  both  Civil  &  Military  in  the-  several 
Couutys  and  would  Lately  have  assumed  to  themselves  to  be  the  whole  Judges  of  the  rewards 
due  te>  the  officers  from  the  highest  lo  the;  Lowest  without  the  Consent  of  cither  GOvernour  or 
Council  or  giving  any  reason  for  tin;  Eucreasiug  or  Lessening  any  Salary,  the  Consequences  of 
which  are  too  evident  to  need  mentioning 

from  this  your  Excellency  will  perceive,  that  the  part  of  the  Constitution  of  our  Government 
which  is  designed  Lo  Counterballanee  any  encroachments  of  the  Assembly,  will  often  be  too 
weak  if  it  he  not  Strenuously  Supported  by  our  Superiors  and  Accordingly  the  Effects  of  this 
unequal  hallance  generally  break  out  upon  the  Death  or  removal  of  a  Governour  when  the; 
Authority  of  the  Council  is  Least  able  te)  withstand  the  Ai  ls  of  popular  men,  because  the  people 
Love  Changes,  and  there  is  Less  fear  ot  punishment  when  it  is  to  be  observed  that  lew 
Governours  are  willing  to  enter  into  disputes  at  their  first  arrival  but  generally  tall  in  with  the' 
popular  party.  We  perceive  the  force  of  popularity  dayly  increasing  and  therefore  cannot  but 
be  apprehensive  of  what  height!)  it  may  reach  to  especially  when  the  Assembly,  Since  your 
Excellence's  Arrival,  openly  ami  boldly  claim  a  priviledge  which  Can  only  belong  to  the 
Supream  and  Absolute  Authority  by  Asserting  Absolutely  that  they  are'  not  accountable  feu-  any 
thing  they  elo,  This  no  doubt  make's  a  Strong  impression  on  (he  minds  eif  the  people  ami  may 
make  Some  persons  think  themselves  Safe-  under  the'  protection  of  An  Assembly  in  the'  Boldest 
atte'inpts  that  ("an  he-  made  on  the  Constitution,  And  "We  Cannot  forbear  observing  thai  a 
desire  to  be  absolutely  Unaccountable  has  always  Discovered  a  Strong  Byass  towards  Tyranny 
aid  .Arbitrary  I'ower  in  those  who  have  at  any  time  claimed  tins  priviledge 

As  W.u  have  no  Reason  lo  doubt  that  all  Possible  Arts  are  used  lo  misrepresent  I  Mir  Actions 
So  We  may  Expect  that  this  representation  w  ill  be  Said  lo  proceed  from  a  Spirit  ol  Contention, 
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Now  When  it  is  given  out  that  the  Assembly  designs  to  drop  the  dispute.  But  May  it.  please 
your  Krcilloinj  alter  What  manner  is  it  done  /  They  drop  it  after  ihev  have  Chargodus  with  the 
highest  Invasion  of  their  piivilodgcs  and  the  Libertys  of  the  people  alter  they  have  declared 
tln'iuscl ves  not  to  hi:  Aei'OUutiible  and  alter  they  h  ive  Claimed  a  power  el  Calling  the  Council 
to  an  Account  We  shall  be  Well  pleased  that  this  whole  Aila.ii'  he  Subjected  to  the  Strictest 
Enquiry  that  it  may  Clearly  appear  with  what  Spirit  we  have;  proceeded  \Vre  Shall  even  be 
Willing  to  have  our  Conduct  in  our  private  Affairs  Considered  As  well  as  in  publu  I;  to  make 
the  Temper  of  our  Minds  appear  more  plainly  for  if  we  he  Naturally  id'  Contentious  Spirits  or 
inclinable  to  Injure  our  Neighbour  or  it  we  have  not  kept  clean  Surely  Sonic  one  Instance  can 
be  given  and  made.  But  in  this  we  hid  Defiance 

We  shall  be,  far  from  desiring  to  have  our  resentments  gratifyed,  but  we  must  Zealously 
Endeavour  to  discourage  all  attempts  on  the  Royal  prerogative  and  the.  Safety  of  the  people  in 
their  properties  and  Libertys  from  whatever  hands  they  come,  It  is  with  great  pleasure  we 
Look  on  tin:  happyness  of  our  Constitution  where  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown  is  so  elostdy 
interwoven  with  the  Safety  of  the  people  that  no  Attempt  can  be  made  upon  the  one  without 
manifest  Injury  to  the  other;  and  this  observation  has  mightily  Supported  us  in  performing  our 
duty.  But  as  we  have  not  the  Least  reason  to  doubt  of  your  Excellences  powerfull  Concurrence 
not  only  in  these  our  endeavours  but  likewise  in  removing  all  the  fears  that  have  been 
Cunningly  imprest  on  the  Officers  of  the  Government  in  the  performance  of  their  Duty  and  as 
the  doing  of  these  things  Cannot  be  the  work  of  One  day,  We  humbly  Submit  them  to  your 
Excellenoys  prudent  Conduct  which  hitherto  has  [given]  the  greatest  Satisfaction.

They  think  the  House  at  Oswego  which  has  been  Builded  and  hitherto  Supported  by  you,  of 
so  great  Consequence  to  themselves  and  us  that  they  expect  you  will  keep  a  Garrison  there, 
and  we  Shall  appear  very  Contemptible  in  the  Eyes  of  the  World,  if  you  do  not  Seasonably 
and  Amply  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  Support  of  it,  which  I  earnestly  and  heartily 
recommend  to  you. 

The  Indians  on  their  part  promise  to  assist  us  against  any  Power  that  dares  to  attack  it 
I  am  sorry  that  the  Expenses  of  that  place  has  been  so  Burthensomc  to  the  Province,  but  I 
believe  there  will  be  methods  proposed  to  you  of  doing  it  at  far  less  Charge,  than  what  it  has 
hitherto  Cost  you.  1  leave  that  entirely  to  your  Consideration  not  doubting  but  you  will 
Provide  for  it  effectually,  and  the  less  Expence  the  Province  is  at,  it  will  be  the  more  pleasing 
to  me 

I  have  one  thing  more  to  recommend  to  you,  which  is  appointing  An  Agent  to  Solieito  your 
affairs  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain,  ami  1  must  take  this  occasion  of  doing  Justice  to  the, 
(lenileinan  you  last  employed,  by  letting  you  know  that  to  my  certain  knowledge,  he  Served 
you  Diligently  and  honestly,  and  very  well  deserves  the  Continuance  of  the  trust  you  reposed 
in  him.

moneys,  Rum,  Sugars,  Molasses,  Cocoa,  Indigo,  Cotton  Wooll  &c  whereof  Rum  and  Molasses 
are  chielly  consumed  in  this  Colony  and  the  moneys  and  oilier  merchandize  are  mostly  applyed 
to  make  good  the  Hal  I  an  eg  of  our  Trade  to  Great  Britain  and  so  great  a  part  of  that  Ballance 
is  paid  in  money  that  we  have  reason  to  Believe  that  all  the  British  Sugar  Colonys  together 
Excepting  Jamaica  do  not  import  so  much  Silver  and  Gold  into  Great  Britain  as  this  single 
Colony.  We  are  well  assured  that  the  British  Sugar  Colonys  cannot  take  of  the  one  half  of 
the  provisions  which  this  and  the  other  two  Bread  Colonys  do  Export  nor  are  they  able  to 
supply  the  northern  Colonys  with  Rum  &  Molasses  there  consumed  without  vastly  diminishing 
the  Quantity  of  Sugar  which  they  now  make  and  tho'  we  be  not  by  Express  words  in  the 
monopoly  aimed  at  restrained  from  Exporting  our  provisions  to  the  foreign  Sugar  Colonys  yet 
the  restraining  us  from  taking  any  part  of  their  produce  in  Exchange  will  as  Effectually  do  it 
Wherefore  we  have  reason  to  apprehend  that  if  the  monopoly  aimed  at  be  obtained  our 
product  now  Exported  to  the  foreign  Sugar  Colonys  will  be  as  lost  to  us  and  that  we  shall  have 
little  more  from  the  British  Sugar  Colonys  for  all  our  provisions  that  they  can  consume  than  the 
Rum,  Molasses  &  Sugar  which  we  want  to  consume  amongst  our  selves  seeing  the  Glut  of  our 
product  with  them  must  greatly  lower  the  price  thereof  and  the  great  Demands  of  Rum  and 
Molasses  must  Vastly  inhance  tho  price  of  them  and  Disable  us  to  pay  for  the  Brittish 
manufactures  we  have  already  had  &  owe  for  and  to  pay  for  any  more  must  Diminish  the 
consumption  of  the  British  Woollen .  manufacture  &  the  navigation  now  Employ'd  in  Bringing

1  will  first  point  out  some  of  the  principal!  causes  of  the  decay  of  trade  and  then  propose 
some  remedy  lor  them 

The  lirsl  and  principal!  cause  is  that  your  Neighbours  especially  the  Bermudians  have  hy 
degrees  got  Buch  tooting  that  they  are  now  become  your  Comon  Carryers,  whereby  not  only 
building,  which  is  a  vast  advantage  to  a  County,  is  discouraged  &  alltnost  wholly  disused,  art  dicers 
without  Employ,  their  llauiilys  reduced  to  great  Necessity  at  present  and  no  prospect  before 
them  but  extrettin  poverty,  or  a  forsaking  their  Country ;  hut  likewise  vnst  Bums  ol  money  are 
yearly  canyed  out.  ol  the  province  hy  Strangers,  who,  as  1  am  well  informed,  spend  hardly  any 
thing  oven  for  their  dayly  subbsistance  while  here,  nor  import  anything  useful  I  or  prolitahle 
into  it 

Another  Cause  of  the  decay  of  Trade  is  owing  to  the  want  of  having  your  fflower,  the  Staple 
Commoditys  of  the  Country,  put  under  Buch  Essays  and  strict  search  it  inspection  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  the  Exportation  of  any  but  such  as  may  equal],  in  goodness,  the  best  that 
is  exported  from  your  Neighbouring  provinces,  whose  fflower  hasgain'd  a  reputation  Superiour  to 
yours,  from  the  wholesome  laws  they  have  made  to  prevent  frauds  &  abuses 

1  propose  therefore  A,  earnestly  recommend  to  you,  Gen  tin",  to  pass  some  Law  or  Laws  for 
the  encouragement  of  your  own  building  and  Navigation,  for  the  discouragement  of  those  who 
Supplant  you  in  your  Navigation,  by  laying  a  Duty  of  Tonnage  on  them,  and  for  putting  all 
Mower  to  he  exported  uniler  a  strict  Essay  A  inspection.  This  will  prevent  frauds  &  abuses  in 
bolting,  give  life  to  the  Expiring  hopes  of  your  Ship  Carpenters  A  other  tradesmen,  recall  their 
unwilling  resolution  to  depart  the  province.  &  encourage  others  to  come  into  it,  (ill  your  harbours 
with  Vessel  Is  of  your  own,  inspire  your  youth  with  warm  Inclinations  to  become  seamen,  and 
by  giving  New  Vigour  to  a  declining  trade  till  your  country  with  riches  &  spread  it's  reputation 
far  &  wide 

Nor  are  these  the  only  things  of  high  Concern  that  I  have  to  recomend  to  you,  the  Safety  & 
protection  of  the  harbour  A  town  of  New  York  and  of  the  (Frontiers,  are  greatly  necessary;  Nor 
is  any  time  so  titt  to  guard  against  future  Enemies  as  a  time  of  peace,  how  long  the  prsent  peace 
may  continue  is  uncertain,  1  therefore  earnestly  recommend  to  you  -to  make  use  of  the  present 
time,  and  to  give  a  sufficient  sum  for  the  erecting  of  a  battery  at  the  point  of  rocks  by  Whitehall 
and  of  New  (forts  at  Albany  &  Schenectady  ;  1  have  drawn  such  plans  for  those  purposes  as  I 
think  will  best  answer  the  end,  and  made  an  Estimate  of  the  Expeuce  which  I  will  order  to  be 
laid  before  you  If  these  Expences  appear  large  consider  the  bcueOtts  that  you  are  to  receive 
from  them,  which  are  no  less  than  the  defence  ol"  your  Country  and  protection  of  your  llamilvs; 
and  let  yc  Manadgment  of  the  money  be  put.  into  frugal!  hands,  such  as  reside  constantly  in  the 
respective  places,  and  who  more  proper  than  the  Representatives,  or  some  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  two  Citvs.  and  some  of  the  most  substantial!  Inhabitants  of  the  other  Town  where  there  is 
no  Corporation,  And  let  a  strict  account  be  required  and  rendered  of  the  disposal!  of  it  and  1 
am  perswaded  you  will  think  the  money  well  laid  out 

It  any  branches  of  your  trade  be  over  laden  with  Duty  I  wish  some  effectual!  method 
wo'd  be  taken  to  ease  them  by  an  Imposition  on  some  other  parts  better  able  to  bear  it  or  on 
some  thing  that  may  not  at  all  affect  trade,  tor  my  part  1  think  a  duty  upon  paper  to  be  used 
in  the  Law  and  in  all  Conveyances  &  Deeds  of  every  denomination  may.  if  rightly  manadged, 
bring  a  considerable  Sum  ot  money  yearly  to  the  Treasury  and  il  upon  try  al t  you  find  it  will 
answer  your  expectation,  you  may  then  ease  such  branches  of  Trade  as  most  want  it,  of  So 
much  as  that.  Duty  will  amount  to,  I  propose  it  as  an  Experiment  with  no  other  view  than  for 
the  ease  &  encouragem'  of  trade,  in  the  prosperity  whereof  everyone  of  you  is  concerned;  but 
as  it  is  uncertain  what  such  a  Duty  will  amount  unto  clear  of  all  Charges  You  may  direct  the 
money  arising  from  il  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  there  lodged  'till  by  an

I  See  with  Concern  that  whilst  the  neighbouring  provinces  are  filled  with  honest  uscfull  «fc 
laborious  white  people,  tin;  truest  riches  and  Surest  Strength  of  a  Country;  this  province  seems 
regardless  of  tin1  vast  advantage  which  Such  accquisitions  might  bring  them  and  ot'  the 
disadvantages  that  attend  the  too  great  Importation  of  Negroes  ami  Convicts,  these  things  are 
Worthy  your  Consideration  and  require  your  Speedy  attention,  as  the  greatest  good  is  to  be 
expected  from  one,  and  t lie  greatest  ev ill  to  be  apprehended  from  the  other 

The  six  nations  of  Indians  are  often  in  want  of  Smiths  and  their  Tooles  to  mend  their  Arms 
I  recommend  it  to  you  to  make  a/vision  for  that  purpose,  The  (Trench  not  only  do  that  but 
constantly  Send  some  men  of  Art  it  interest  to  reside  among  them  furnished  with  Brandy  lead 
ami  powder  which  they  give  from  time  to  time  to  the  Indians,  whereby  they  ingratiate 
themselves  with  them,  and  alienate  their  affections  from  us;  It  is  our  Interest  to  defeat  the

Gentlemen, 

The  season  of  the  year  having  obliged  me  to  put  an  End  to  your  last  Session  before  severall 
mailers  by  me  recoineiided  to  you,  were  provided  for;  you  came  to  a  Resolution  before  you 
broke  up,  to  take  them  into  consideration  and  to  give  them  their  due  weight  at  your  next 
meeting,  and  J  hope  you  are  now  come  together  with  Resolutions  to  make  good  your 
Engagements,  Both  his  Majesties  Honor  and  service,  and  the  happyness  and  prosperity  of  the 
Province  require  it  of  you 

You  will  see  by  the  Treasurer's  Accounts  that  there  is  a  great  Deficiency  of  the  Revenue,

do  yourselves,  nor  sulfur  a  Debt  to  grow  greater,  which  you  have  the  power  and  opportunity  to 

discharge,  The  Eyes  of  the  l'rovince  are  upon  you  expecting  a  sp  ly  Event,  and  I  nssuru 

myself  that  you  will  make,  nil  your  ricliorn  of  n  pieri!  with  ynm  hridiiiiMti;,  IfjinmiiMbl"  'in»l 
worthy,  befitting  v'"ii  v.\mtuv.U;in  u\  DuMM,  /.

The  Determination  of  the  present  Revenue  drawing  nigh  1  earnestly  recommend  it  to  you  to 
give  a  further  and  Honourable  Revenue  to  his  Majesty  for  the  Support  of  his  Government,  nor 
do  1  doubt  of  your  chearfulluess  to  do  it,  I  hope' however  that  you  will  take  some  methods  to 
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case  the  merchant  that  the  whole  Burthen  may  not  lye  on  Trade.  It  is  necessary  and  the 
Planters  will  soon  find  the  benefitt  of  it,  flbr  it  is  on  the  Increase  and  lllourishiug  condition  of 
Trade  that  they  must  grow  Kich 

I  recommended  to  yon  tin;  last  Session  to  give  some;  proper  encouragement  for  raising  of  Hemp 
and  promoting  of  Ship  Building,  I  now  add  to  them  that  ol  Iron  ;  They  are  tilings  that  deserve 
your  utmost  attention  and  call  lor  a  speedy  help 

I  recommended  likewise  to  you  the  ffbrt  in  tin;  Mohawks  Country,  The  House  at  Oswego  and 
tin;  new  Hbrlilications,  The  Hirst  is  tumbling  down,  The  second  in  a  ruinous  condition,  The  third 
calls  for  the  llinishing  Hand,  and  all  require  your  effectual  anil  Immediate  care 

These  being  things  l  hat  his  Majesties  Honor  and  service,  and  I  he  Defence  security  and 
Prosperity  of  the  Province,  require  at  your  Hands,  1  pe  is  wade  myself  that  you  will  now 
chearfully  and  effectually  provide  for  them,  and  thai  you  will  likewise  give  a  sum  sufficient  to 
put  in  cood  repair  that  part  of  the  Barracks  in  his  Majesties  Hurt  in  this  Town,  which  were  left 
unfinished  when  the  rest  of  the  Barracks  were  repaired 

The  Artificers  complain  and  with  too  much  reason  of  the  pernicious  custom  of  breeding 
Slaves  to  Trades,  whereby  the  honest  and  Industrious  Tradesmen  are  reduced  to  poverty  lor 
want  of  employ,  and  many  of  them  forced  to  leave  us  to  seek  their  Living  in  other  Country s, 
It  deserves  your  consideration  and  I  hope  will  receive  a  present  remedy 

Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  see  peace  restored  to  this  once  divided  Province,  and  I  hope  that  by 
your  assistance  1  shall  be  able  to  put  it  in  a  more  lllourishing  and  prosperous  condition  than  ever 
it  has  been,  my  best  endeavour  shall  be  directed  to  it,  and  I  make  no  doubt  that  you  are  met 
with  Resolutions  to  contribute  every  thing  in  your  power  towaids  it 

You  have  it  now  in  your  power  to  sett  on  foot,  to  encourage,  to  raise  and  to  carry  to  a  great 
Height  several  commodity 8  that  are  wanted  in  England,  such  as  will  employ  great  numbers  of 
people  here,  give  life  and  vigour  to  your  declining  Trade  and  Navigation,  raise  the  Price  of  Lands, 
enrich  the  (farmer  make  you  useful]  to  your  Mother  Country  and  strongly  recommend  you  to 
His  Majesties  grace  and  favour,  and  I  promise  myself  that  you  will  not  let  slip  the  present 
opportunity 

Whatever  else  is  necessary  for  the  Prosperity  of  the  Province,  wherein  my  concurrence  may 
be  given,  you  may  assuredly  expect  from  me.  Let  your  actions  be  guided  by  moderation,  Let 
the  Publick  Good  have  the  Hirst  and  principal  place  in  your  Deliberations,  and  then  your  Country 
may  hope  to  see  themselves  raised  from  their  present  condition  to  an  Height  of  Riches  and  felicity 
as  yet  unknown  to  them

The  Defieiencyes  of  the  Revenue  under  which  the  officers  of  the  Govermeut  and  their 
Creditors  groan  call  for  your  early  attention,  and  from  your  Justice  and  Honour  I  hope  to  see 
Speedy  and  Ample  provision  made  for  them 

The  well  known  Loyalty  of  this  Province  to  the  Crown  and  their  Zealous  affection  to  His 
present  Majesty,  the  Pest  of  Kings,  and  his  Royal  I  and  Illustrious  House  have  appeared 
conspicuous  on  every  occasion  and  in  nothing  more  than  in  the  Support  of  Govermeut,  which 
the  Assembly  have  at  all  times  given  to  his  Majesty,  and  I  assure  my  self  that  your  Loyalty  Zeal 
and  Affection  are  nothing  short  of  theirs  who  have  gone  before  you.

pint  and  how  in  ol  her  parts  my  Intentions  have  been  Defeated,  will  appear  by  the  Papers  which 
1  ahull  order  to  be  luyd  belorc  you,  all  that  I  could  then  do  was  to  send  the  Interpreter,  A  Smith 
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and  three  other  men  to  the  Sinneca's  Country  there  to  reside  the  ensuing  year  to  keep  the  Indiana 
steady  to  their  promise  not  to  suffer  any  (frenchman  to  build  in  their  Countrey,  and  I  hope  you 
will  make  suitable  provision  for  that  expence 

Fort  Hunter  in  the  Mohawks  Country  is  Tumbling  down  and  that  part  of  the  Barracks  in 
Fort  George  which  for  want  of  money  was  left  unfinished  when  the  rest  of  the  Barracks  were 
repaired  will  Soon  be  in  as  bad  a  Condition,  if  Some  Care  be  not  Speedily  taken  to  repair  it. 
I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  them  to  your  present  consideration,  as  I  do  likewise  the  new 
Fortifications  which  want  the  finishing  hand 

Whatever  else  you  may  Judge  necessary  for  the  Tranquillity  Prosperity  and  Security  of  the 
Province  wherein  my  Concurrence  may  be  necessary  and  which  J  may  Safely  give,  you  may 
with  Confidence  Expect  for  it  will  be  an  inexpressable  pleasure  to  me  to  See  Trade,  Navigation

I  am  like  wise  informed  that  several  Sachims  of  the  St  uneca's  are  gone  to  Quebeck,  to  treat 
with  the  Govei nor  of  Canada,  as  it  is  apprehended,  about  admitting  the  ffrench  to  settle^  at 
Tierondequat  in  their  Country;  If  this  be  done  there's  an  end  of  the  Oswego  Trade,  ffor  the 
ffrench  may  stop  allmost  every  Canoe  in  their  voyage  to  Oswego,  and  will  without  doubt  in

Gentlemen, 

When  you  came  together  this  Fall,  I  was  not  without  hopes  that  you  brought  with  you 
hearty  dispositions  to  consult  the  true  Interest  of  your  Country  which  can  onlv  be  attained  by 
a  Loyall  and  Dutifull  regard  to  his  Majesty's  Honor  in  the  support  of  his  Government,  since  it  is 
from  thence  only  that  you  can  hope  lor  my  assent  to  such  Laws  as  the  people  whom  you 
represent,  expect  you  will  prepare  for  it 

You  cannot  but  know,  that  there  are  many  things  of  great  Importance  to  the  province  that 
called  for  your  early  help  for  I  recommended  them  to  your  Consideration  ;  on  some  of  them 
the  wellfare  (I  was  going  to  say  the  fate)  of  your  Country  in  a  great  measure  depends,  but  how 
unconcerned  you  have  been  about  them,  the  people  whom  you  represent  will  see  by  your 
votes 

Ever  since  the  Revolution,  (the  /Era  from  whence  we  may  date  our  present  Happiness  in  the 
full  enjoyment  of  our  civil  and  sacred  Rights  and  Liberties)  the  Assemblies  of  this  province 
have  hum  time  to  time  given  to  his  Majesty  and  his;  Royal  I  Predecessors  a  Revenue  for  the 
support  of  Government  lor  a  Term  of  year?.  What  I  ask  6'f  you  is  no  more;  other  Assemblies 
prompted  only  by  their  Duty  and  their  Zeal  and  affection  to  his  Majesty  and  his  Roy  all 
Predecessors,  have  given  such  a  Revenue  as  I  have  mentioned;  but  you  had  besides  these  other 
Inducements  to  do  it. 

You  have  a  large  sum  of  paper  money  subsisting  which  will  be  next  year  without  any  fond 
to  sink  it,  its  Currency  will  cease,  it  will  no  longer  pass  but  become  waste  paper  and  hundreds  of 
people  will  then  be  loosers  by  it  for  it  will  probably  be  in  so  many  hands  I  offered  to  continue 
the  Sinking  Fond  if  you  would  give  such  a  Revenue  as  former  Assemblies  have  all  along  given 
nor  was  there  anything  new  or  unreasonable  in  the  Demand  The  Example  of  former 
Assemblies,  your  Duty  to  his  Majesty  aiid  Gratitude  for  his  Constant  protection  of  your  Trade 
and  Country  both  by  Land  and  Sea,  at  a  vast  Kxpence  (the  fruits  whereof  you  reap)  ought  to 
have  Determined  you  to  accept  of  my  Offer  lint  instead  of  Expressing  your  Gratitude  and 
Duty  by  Supporting  his  Majesties  Government  as  former  Assemblies  have  done  You  sent 
yesterday  two  of  your  members  to  Accquainl  me  that  it  was  Unanimously  Resolved  by  your 
House,  not  to  pass  any  Bill  for  the  Grant  of  money  for  the  support  of  Government  but  with 
Assureance  that  the  Bills  Struck  and  Isued  in  the  years  17  1 1  and  1717  As  also  the  Excise  Act 
should  be  continued  from  the  first  day  of  November  1739  for  a  sufficient  number  of  years  to 
Cancel  and  distroy  them  Bills

the  Unanimous  advice  of  his  Majesties  Council  to  DisOLVTE  you  and  you  are  accordingly 
DlSULVliD.

Gentlemen, 

1  take  this  fust  opportunity  to  congratulate  you  on  the  Birth  of  a  Prince  of  His  Majesty's 
Royal  and  illustrious  [louse,  an  Kvent  propitious  to  the  Protestant  World  in  General,  and  more 
Especially  to  all  his  Majesty's  Dominions 

Gentlemm  of  the  Assembly 

T  issued  writts  for  the  Flection  of  this  Assembly,  &  for  their  meeting  so  soon  as  the  season  of 
(he  year  would  admit  of  it.  there  being  many  things  that  require  your  early  attention  ;  and  I 
hope  you  have  brought  with  you  Dispositions  equal  10  your  abilities,  to  consult  his  Majesty's 
Honor,  and  the  true  Interest  of  the  People  whom  you  represent,  which  are  so  linked  together, 
that  they  cannot  be  sepe rated  without  evident  Injury  to  the  Country.  Your  Duty  and  allegiance 
exact  the  first,  and  the  other  is  expected  from  you  by  the  People.  You  have  besides  these 
obligations,  many  other  that  ought  to  excite  your  Gratitude  to  the  best  of  Kings.  Your  Trade 
and  navigation  are  secured  by  a  Guard  ship,  your  Frontiers  and  Settlements  by  a  Land  Force, 
winch  are  maintained  at  a  great  Lxpence  to  England,  while  you  reap  the  Benefit  of  liis  Majesty's 
Bounty  and  Goodness,  both  in  the  protection they  give  you,  and  in  the  large  sums  of  money  that 
they  expend  yearly  among  you;  You  are  happy  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  your  sacred  and  civil 
Rights  and  Liberties;  in  a  word,  you  are  possest  of  all  those  inestimable  Blessings  that  are 
peculiar  to  Englishmen,  and  which  the  People  of  other  Countries  would  purchase  at  the  expence 
of  all  they  are  worth.  Being  in  this  Happy  situation,  it  ought  to  be  your  principal  Care  t" 
show  your  Gratitude  in  supporting  His  Majesty's  Government,  by  which  you  are  protected  in 
the  enjovment  ol  those  Felicitys.  Look  up  then  to  the.  great  Lxample  of  a  British  Parliament 
who  express  their  Duty,  their  Zeal  and  Allection  to  His  .Majesty  by  devoting  their  first  Councils 
to  His  service,  in  giving  him  an  honourable  Revenue.  Do  you  so  likewise,  and  then  you  may 
with  confidence,  hope  for  the  continuance  of  Ins  Royal  Favour  in  all  Tilings  reasonable,  tho 
surest  means  to  make  you  a  Flourishing  People 
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There  is  now  a  long  arrear  duo  for  the  Support  of  Government,  the  yearly  amount  whereof 
you  well  know.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  it  to  you,  to  make  speedy  and  ample  Provision 
for  tin?  Payment  of  it,  and  give  to  Ida  Majesty,  for  such  Term  of  years  as  former  Assemblys  have 
done  before  you,  an  ample  and  Honourable  Revenue  for  the  future  Support  of  Ins  Government, 
which  Ids  Majesty  expects  from  you.  Former  Assemblies  Lave  done  this  ever  since  the  Happy 
Revolution,  and  some  of  them  at  a  time  when  the  Province  was  far  less  Populous;  when  your 
Trade  was  much  inferiour  to  what  it  now  is,  and  when  a  Detachment  of  the  Militia  was  yearly 
sent,  to  Albany,  at  a  large  Expence  to  the  Colony,  to  defend  the  Frontiers  against  I  he  French, 
with  whom  we  were  then  at  War;  a  situation  widely  different  fioni  the  happy  Peaceful  slate 
wherein  yon  now  are,  ami  which  1  hope,  you  will  long  enjoy,  by  the  powerful  influences  of  his 
Majesty's  just  and  steady  measures,  guided  by  the  most  con -innate  wisdom. 

The  Fori  in  the  Mohawks  Country,  and  one  part,  of  the  Barracks  in  Fort  George  will  tumble 
down  if  they  be  not  Speedily  Repaired,  I  therefore  Recommend  it  to  yen  to  make  effectual 
Provision  for  those  Purposes;  your  own  Interest  requires  it  as  it  will  be  much  less  Expence  to 
Repair  than  to  Rebuild  them 

I  have  again  sent  some  persons  to  reside  in  the  Sinneca's  Country  this  year,  to  defeat  the 
Attempts  of  the  French,  who  are  always  industrious  to  alienate  the  affections  of  the  Indians 
from  us;  and  I  make  no  doubt  (if  you  will  enable  me)  of  obtaining  from  the  Sinneca's  some 
Land  at  Tierondequat  sufficient  to  erect  a  Fort  on,  and  to  raise  Provisions  to  victual  a  Garrison, 
which  will  be  of  great  use  in  that  place  both  in  Securing  your  Furr  Trade,  and  the  Fidelity  of 
the  Six  Nations;  and  as  they  are  matters  of  great  importance  to  you,  they  require  your  present 
attention 

This  is  the  year  that  the  Six  Nations  expect  of  course  to  meet  me  at  Albany;  but  as  the  late 
Assembly  neglected  to  give  the  usual  sums  of  money  for  that  service,  I  recommend  it  to  you.  I 
for  my  part  will  be  ready  to  meet  them  there,  if  you  enable  me,  and  I  hope  you  will  do  it  in 
time,  least  a  disappointment  of  their  expectations  should  shake  their  Fidelity  to  his  Majesty, 
the  consequences  whereof  may  prove  fatal  to  the  Province 

The  people; Mg  of  that  part  of  the  Country  to  the  Northward  of  Sarachtnga  will  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  Province,  as  well  in  Strengthening  the  Frontier,  as  in  enlarging  your  Trade : 
several  Family s  arrived  here  the  last  Fall  from  North  Britain  who  are  willing  to  settle  there, 
and  more  are  expected  from  thence  this  year,  but  as  they  are  poor  they  will  want  some  help  to 
enable  them  to  subsist  their  Family's  until  by  their  Labour  they  can  raise  Provisions  to  subsist 
themselves,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  you  will  give  them  some  need  full  assistance 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  received  his  Majesty's  disapprobation  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  past  in  the  year  1737 
for  the  (Frequent  Election  of  Representatives  lo  serve  in  General  Assembly,  and  for  the  frequent 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  so  elected,  a  copy  whereof  I  have  ordered  to  be  laid  before 
you,  that  it  may  be  entered  in  your  Journals. 

The  Act,  pass'd  in  the  year  1099  for  the  regulating  and  returning  able  nnd  sufficient  Jurors 
being  expired,  1  recommend  it  to  you  to  pass  a  Rill  for  the  like  purpose,  and  that  it  may  be  more 
effectual,  you  will  do  well  to  consult  the  Laws  of  England  on  that  Head,  and  to  make  it  as 
agreeable  thereto  as  the  circumstances  of  the  Province  wdl  admit  of,  such  a  Law  will  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  Province  in  guarding  and  fenceing  the  Lives,  Liberty 8  and  Propertys  of  the 
People  from  the  dangers  that  may  otherwise  threaten  them,  anil  such  a  Law  too  ought  to  be 
perpetual

The  making  good  the  dclicienees  of  the  Revenue  and  giving  a  future  support  for  a  Term  of 
yeais,  require  at  this  time  your  most  serious  consideration,  as  the  tranquility  and  Prosperity 
of  the  Province  do  in  the  highest  Degree  depend  thereon,  nor  is  your  own  Reputation  or 
Honour  less  concerned  therein,  since  your  Actions,  not  words,  must  be  the  measure  of  your 
Zeal  and  Affection,  to  his  Majesty's  Person  &  Government;  you  have  now  an  opportunity  to

Nature  has  been  very  bountiful  in  giving  you  in  a  better  measure  than  to  your  neighbours  all 
things  necessary  for  so  beneficial  a  Branch  of  Trade,  beneficial  to  all  Degrees  of  men,  and  yet 
allmost  wholly  unthought  of  or  neglected.  1  am  not  Ignorant  that  many  causes  may  be 
assigned  for  it's  decay,  some  of  which  and  particularly  one  ii  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  merchant 
or  Builder  at  present  to  remove  nor  do  1  set'  any  other  way  whereby  a  Remedy  may  be  upplyed 
than  by  your  aid.  If  the  Demands  of  the  Builder  be  higher  than  in  tho  neighbouring  Provinces, 
the  Merchant  will  not,  cannot  build  here;  without  injuring  himself  If  the  Builder  undertake 
the  work  at  tho  same  Hate  that  is  given  in  tho  n  lighourjng  provinces,  he  complaines  and  1  fear 
with  too  much  truth  that  he  labours  only  to  be  undone  for  the  excessive  wages  of  Carpenters 
which  he  must  be  obliged  to  hire  for  want  of  apprentices  ru away  with  his  profit  and  be  cannot 
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take  apprentices  being  unable  in  bis  present  poverty  to  mi;  in  tain  them  It  is  you  alone  who  can 
apply  a  Remedy  to  this  Evil  and  you  may  do  it  at  a  very  small  annual  I£xpence  ffbr  I  am 
perswaded  that  two  bundled  pounds  a  year  given  to  Ship  Building  with  apprentices  at  the  rate 
ol  Eight  pounds  u  year  with  each  apprentice  for  six  or  seven  years  will  soon  revive  that 
necessary  and  useful  I  work  It  will  make  Ship  Builders  w.lling  to  take  apprentices  enable  them 
in  their  present  necessities  to  maintain  them  and  to  build  for  the  merchant  at  as  low  a  Rate  as 
in  the  neighbouring  provinces  And  from  such  a  nursery  of  Ship  Carpenters  you  may  in  a 
reasonable  time  hope  to  see  that  branch  of  Trade  grow  to  a  great  Height  You  will  then  keep 
among  you  many  Thousand  pounds,  which  are  now  yearly  exported  out  of  the  province  by  your 
neighbours  who  are  at  present  your  Carriers  It  will  enable  the  Merchants  and  factors  to.  make 
quicker  Remittances  to  England  and  give  new  Life  and  vigour  to  Trade  in  general  The  good

that  protects  them,  They  look  upon  the  obligations  to  be  reciprocal  and  as  they  expect  protection 
so  in  the  first  place  they  support  the  Government,  that  it  may  be  able  to  give  it  to  them  ;  They 
know  the  rights  and  Prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  nor  do  they  attempt  to  Invade  them  ;  They 
give  a  gross  sum  for  the  Civil  List,  which  is  here  called  a  Revenue  for  the  support  of  Government 
They  appropriate  it  to  that  use,  but  do  not  touch  upon  the  application,  or  Disposition  of  it,  that 
being  the  legal  &  known  prerogative  of  the  Grown,  and  the  Diliciencies  are  made  good  in  the 
like  manner.  That  you  may  have  time  to  reflect  seriously  on  these  things,  I  have  thought  lit  to 
prorogue  you  to  the  ninth  day  of  this  present  month  of  October,  and  1  do  accordingly  prorogue 
you  to  the  ninth  day  of  this  present  month  of  October  on  which  day  you  are  to  meet  at  the  City 
Hall  &  proceed  on  business  The  Government  having  been  lung  without  a  support,  and  the  people 
wanting  many  things  for  their  convenience;  These  ought  to  go  &  must  go  hand  in  hand:  A 
proper  Revenue  is  the  sinews  of  Government,  but  if  it  wants  strength,  how  can  it  give 
protection  ?

such  Insolence  and  barbarity  has  given  orders  for  the  equipping  and  setting  forth  of  an  Expedition 
against  the  Territories  of  the  Catholick  King  in  the  West  Indies,  which  will  consist  ol  a  large, 
squadron  of  ships  of  Warr  and  of  a  considerable  body  of  Land  fforces  with  a  suitable  Train  of 
Artillery,  store  ships  and  all  things  requisite,  and  has  likewise  given  orders  to  raise  a  body  of 
Troops  in  his  Majesties  Colonies  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  to  Join  those  to  be  sent 
from  England  at  a  particular  Rendezvous  I  have  in  obedience  to  his  Majesties  commands  taken 
the  best  measures  in  my  power,  to  invite  and  encourage  his  Majesties  faithful  I  subjects  in  this 
province  chearfully  to  inlist  in  his  Majesties  service  for  this  Expedition  But  it  is  in  your  power 
to  do  much  more  by  giving  a  bounty  to  every  man  who  iidisl s  in  this  service,  and  I  am  persuaded 
it  will  be  such  as  will  show  the  world  that  you  will  not  be  behind  the  most  zealous  of  his  Majesties 
subjects  in  promoting  this  glorious  enterpri/.e  Now  altho'  by  the  success  of  this  Expedition  the 
Commerce,  and  navigation  of  this  province,  to  and  from  the  West  Indies,  will  not  only  be  secured 
but  greatly  encreased  by  the  large  possessions  which  by  tin  blessing  of  God  on  his  Majesties 
Arms  will  fall  into  his  Majesties  hands  and  altho'  by  such  acquisitions  a  door  will  he  opened  for  a 
larger  consumption  of  provisions  (the  staple  of  tliis  province)  whereby  the  (Farmer  as  well  as  the 
merchant  may  be  greatly  enriched,  yet  it  is  but  litle  that  his  Majesty  expects  from  his  dutiful  & 
loyal  subjects  of  this  province  towards  the  Expence  of  this  Expedition  and  I  am  commanded 
by  His  Majesty  to  recommend  it  to  you  in  his  name,  as  I  do  most  earnestly,  that  you  provide 
victuals,  Transports  and  all  other  necessarys  for  the  Troops  to  be  raised  in  this  province,  except 
Cloaths,  Tents,  Arms,  Ammunition  &  pay,  'till  their  arrival  at  the,  general  Rendezvous  in  the 
West  Indies,  from  which  time  the  said  Transports  are  to  enter  into  his  Majesties  pay,  in  the 
doing  whereof  I  hope  you  will  lose  no  time,  that  the  Expedition  may  not  be  retarded.  His

llis  Honour  made  a -Speech  to  the  Council  and  Generall  Assembly  and  delivered  one  copy 
thereof  to  ye  Speaker  of  the  Council  and  another  copy  to  fehe  Speaker  of  yl  Generall  Assembly 
After  which  llis  Honour  left  ye  Councill  Chamber 
Then  the  Speaker  resumed  ye  Chair 
Ordered,  that  his  Honors  speech  be  read 
Which  being  read  accordingly  it  was  further 

Ordered,  that  the  same  be  entred  in  the  minutes  and  is  in  the  words  following  viz' 
Gentlemen, 

If  you  look  back  to  the  happy  Revolution  and  call  to  mind  the  great  &  constant  Protection 
that  you  have  from  that  time  received  from  the  gracious  and  bountifull  Hands  of  his  present 
Majesty e  (whom  God  long  preserve)  and  of  his  Koyall  predecessors  in  the  Enjoyment  of  your 
civill  and  sacred  Rights  &  priviledgcs,  and  in  the  security  of  your  Trade  and  Defence  of  the 
Country  at  a  vast  Expence  of  the  Crown  you  will  hud  that  you  have  been  more  highly  favoured 
than  any  other  of  his  Majestyes  Provinces;  and  every  thankfull  Breast  must  acknowledge  it 
deserves  the  highest  Returns  of  G  latitude  &  Duty  not  in  words  but  in  Actions  the  only  sure 
Evidence  of  the  sincerity  of  men's  Hearts.  The  People  liv'd  in  ease  and  quiet  under  the  most 
excellent  Constitution  of  Government  Every  one  Injoyin;.  the  fruit  of  his  Labour  without 
Molestation  or  fear  of  Oppression  An  happiness  which  none  but  his  Majesty e'a  Subjects  know 
In  a  grateful  1  and  dutifull  acknowledgment  whereof  they  for  many  years  supported  the 
Government  in  a  manner  conformable  to  that  of  the  Parliament  of  England,  like  them  too 
never  questioning  the  Kings  Royal  I  Prerogative  and  undoubted  right  to  appoint  officers  for  tlie 
management  of  his  Revenue  Put  whether  grown  wanton  by  prosperity  or  whatever  else  it  was 
they  began  to  divert  from  the  example  of  the  parliament,  demanding  to  have  the  nomination  of 
a  Treasurer  for  yc  Receipt  &  management  of  the  mony  to  be  given  not  for  the  Support  of 
Government,  but  for  extraordinary  uses,  &  being  Indulged  in  this,  they  soon  grew  in  their 
demands,  and  insisted  upon  having  the  Revenue  likewise  put  into  his  hands,  it  being  constantly 
betbre  managed  by  the  Kings  Olliceiyhis  Majesty's  Receiver  General,  who  had  &  still  has  a 
salary  allowed  him  for  that  service,  wcl'  is  paid  out  of  his  Majesty's  uit  Rents.  This  prosperous 
beginning  encouraged  them  to  go  on  farther,  &  it  was  a  bold  &  large  stride  they  next  took,  they 
considered  that  not-withstanding  they  had  the  Nomination  of  a  Treasurer,  yet  he  was  not  so 
entirely  under  their  direction  &  in  their  power,  but  y1  his  Majesty's  Auditor  General  had  the 
Inspection  &  Oontroul  of  his  Accounts;  an  Office  of  great  distinction  &  of  absolute  necessity 
for  his  Majesty's  service,  Established  in  King  Charles  the  seconds  time  &  at  present  in  a  person 
of. very  high  honour  Iritrest  &  Trust  at  home,  of  whose  Influence  the  plantations  have  often  felt 
&  may  as  often  feel  yc  happy  effects.  Yet  so  inordinate  is  the  thirst  of  power  y'  no  consideration 
how  equitable,  prudential  or  beneficial  soever  must  stand  in  its  way.  Wherefore  after  the 
Expiration  of  ye  Revenue  in  1709  wtU  till  then,  had  been  all  along  given  without  any  perticular 
application,  they  resolv'd  to  get  rid  of  all  Restraint  at  once,  &  to  attain  their  ends  refused  to 
suport  the  Government,  unless  they  had  the  perticular  Appointments  of  the  Officers  sallaries; 
thereby  making  themselves  Judges  what  ollicers  were  proper,  what  not;  In  consequence 
whereof,  among  others  they  left  the  Auditor  General  without  any  Salary  or  Reward,  altho'  his 
Salary  was  established  soon  after  ye  Revolution  &  Constancy  paid,  thus  fixing  on  themselves 
ye  dependence  of  the  Ollicers  for  whom  they  provided  (for  men  are  naturally  servants  to  those 
who  pay  them)  they  in  Effect  subverted  the  Constitution  assuming  to  themselves  one  undoubted 
&  essential  branch  of  his  Majesty's  Royall  Prerogative.  1  would  willingly  perswade  my  self 
that  nothing  but  the  late  Disorders  which  so  much  distra<  red  the  minds  of  the  People  kept 
them  from  returning  to  a  just  sense  of  their  duly  to  his  Majesty,  A;  yl  now  those  disorders  arc 
happily  ended,  Sober  and  resonable  Councils  will  take  place  &  the  example  of  y'  august  body, 
the  parliament,  will  be  the  Rule  of  your  future  actions,  this  Sc  only  this  will  remove  as  to  this 
province,  a  jealousy  which  for  some  years  has  obtained  in  England,  that  the  plantations  are  not 
without  thoughts  of  throwing  off  their  Dependence  on  the  Crown  of  England    I  hope  & 
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believe  no  man  in  this  province,  lias  any  such  Intention,  but  neither  my  hopes  nor  belief  will 
hftVe  the  Wl'ight  of  your  notions,  it  ;is  you  have  it  in  your  power,  so  it  is  your  Duty  it  true 
Interest  to  do  it  effectually,  by  giving  to  his  Majesty  sucli  a  Revenue,  &  in  .such  manner,  as  will 
enuhle  Ins  Majesty  to  pay  his  own  Officers  &  Servants,  wl.  srdby  they  will  he  reclaimed  to  their 
proper  Dependance,  &  such  as  the  nourishing  Condition  of  the  province  v.- ill  amply  admit,  Wcb 
from  the  great  Increase  of  the  trade  it  people,  is  well  kiiOWn  to  be  vastly  better  than  it  was 
above  forty  years  ago,  when  it  for  many  years'  before  it  all  r,  such  a  \l  venue  as  T  speak  of,  was 
given  by  tin:  then  Assemblies,  at  tin;  same  time  (hat  bin;  sums  of  money  Were  raised  to  pay 
(letafehments  of  the  Militia  which  were  sent  to  the  fronti  rs  for  their  defence  in  time  of  warr. 
The  next  thing  L  recommimded  to  yo*  consideration  is  the  Defence  of  the  Province;  lor  thO'  all 
y'  human  wisdom  or  fore  sight  could  do  to  preserve  US  in  Peace  has  been  done,  and  wee  have 
long  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  it,  yet  if  appearances  at  a  distance  deceive  not,  there  is  great 
cause  to  apprehend  a  speedy  Rupture  w"'  fiance:  Yor  sitt  ttion  therefore  ought  to  awaken  you 
to  a  timely  provision  against  that  event,  in  fortifying  this  i  >wn  in  a  better  manner  than  it  is  at 
present,  by  erect  ing  batt  eries  in  proper  places,  upon  sonic  of  tin:  w  harll's  facing  the  harbour, 
others  upon  the  side  of  lludsons  River,  adjoining  10  the  Town,  it  one  at  Red  Monk,  upon  Long 
Island  to  prevent  the  Enemy  from  lauding  upon  Nutlen  I  and:  you  will  see  by  his  Majesty's 
Order,  which  I  will  communicate  to  you,  that  his  Majest  has  been  grasciously  pleased  of  his 
great  bounty  '&  care  of  yor  preservation,  to  order  a  large  (  '  lautity  of  stores  of  warr  to  be  sent 
hither,  among  which  is  a  great  number  of  ordnance,  so  t!  at  the  batteries  to  be  built  may  be 
proportioned  to  the  number  of  Ordnance  proper  for  them,  those  of  the  smalest  sizes  being 
better  suited  to  the  frontier  torts  in  the  county  of  Albany;  powder,  ball  (Hags  none  of  the  forts 
having  any  at  present)  &  whatever  else  is  wanting  for  the  Ordnance,  the  forts  &  batteries  & 
general  defence  of  the  Province,  you  must  provide  in  time,  as  well  as  for  the  expence  that  will 
unavoidably  accrue  on  the  at  rival  of  the  stores  for  carrying  them  to  proper  [ibices  mounting  the 
guns  it  other  necessary  services.  The  house  at  Oswego  being  of  the  highest  Importance  to  the 
lurr-trade,  ought  by  all  means  to  be  preserved  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  trench,  which 
it  will  do,  if  some  speedy  &  effectual  care  be  not  taken  to  out  it  into  a  posture  of  defence  ;  for 
which  end  it  is  necessary  that  it  be  surrounded  w"'  strong  it  proper  works,  &  that  the  Garrison 
be  proportionally  augmented.  And  if  to  bis  Majesties  Troops  in  garrison  there,  a  sufficient 
number  of  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations  be  added,  it  might  Ik  vc  the  best  effect,  especially  if  those 
Nations  can  be  brought  to  let  the  Governour  of  Canada  know  that  they  have  taken  upon  them 
to  Defend  it,  as  the  only  place  where  they  can  be  supplyed  a  a  moderate  rate,  with  such  goods  as 
their  necessities  require,  which  perhaps  they  may  be  indu  ed  to  do,  if  they  are  dealt  with  in 
time  &  before  an  actual  Rupture  with  franco,  and  I  am  <  f  opinion,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  I  meet  them  as  1  will  readily  do,  so  soon  as  you  enable  me,  not  only  for  that  purpose,  but 
also,  to  confirm  them  in  their  fidelity  to  his  Majesty  which- by  the  intrigues  of  the  french  has  of 
late  years  been  much  shaken,  if  wee  tie  them  closely  to  us  and  there  is  no  other  way  to  do  nc 
than  by  presents,  they  will  be  our  best  barrier  and  tl  •  surest  protection  of  the  frontier 
settlements,  at  the  least  Expence,  tho'  it  Cannot  be  oxpec  ed  but  that  it  must  be  greater  than 
in  time  of  peace,  both  because  it  will  be  necessary  they  be  oftoner  treated  with  &  that  the 
Commissioners  of  Indian  Affairs  be  move  amply  supplyed  with  money,  as  their  ocasions  to 
employ  Indians  as  spies  upon  the  designs  &  motions  of  the  :  hiemy  will  be  more  frequent.  If  you 
sulli-i"  Oswego  to  fall  into  the  bands  of  the  french,  1  much  f.  r  you  will  loose  the  Six  Nations,  an 
event  which  will  expose  the  whole  country  to  the  mercilt  ;  spoil  and  barbarous  cruelty  of  a 
savage  enemy,  the  miseries  whereof  u  Neighbouring  provim  •  has  often  felt  nor  could  prevent  tit 
a  vast;  Charge;  wherefore  at  any  expence  Oswego  ought  to  be  inaintaind  that  the  fidelity  of  the 
Six  Nations  may  be  Preserved,  I  have  done  my  duty  it  discharged  my  conscience,  in  giving  you 
this  warning,  do  yours  it  save  your  country  from  ruin.  Ai  present,  if  any  part  of  the  Province 
should  be  invaded  it  money  absolutely  necessary  for  any  i .  rvice,  even  in  such  an  Exigency  I 
Cannot  either  w"'  or  without  the  advice  of  the  Council,  draw  lor  a  penny,  a  circumstance  well 
worth  your  consideration 

Gentlemen, 

The  Militia  ought  to  be  put  under  some  better  Regulation  in  case  of  an  invasion,  nor  should 
any  man  that  is  able  to  hear  arms  be  exempted  from  serviii  ••  it  doing  duty 

An  Agent  in  England  to  negociate  the  affairs  of  the  Province  is  always  necessary,  it  is  owing 
to  the  want  of  one  that  wee  have  not  yet  received  the  stot  -s  ot  warr  &  to  the  same  cause  you 
must  Impute  whatever  other  disadvantage  you  may  feel  by  i  ot  having  the  affairs  of  the  Province 
properly  Represented,  &  duly  solicited  by  some  Gentleman  whose  Integrity,  abilities  &  person 
being  well  known  to  the  ministry,  will  give  him  access  to  them  at  all  times.  1  wish  with  all 
my  heart,  I  hail  no  more  to  say  to  you  at  this  time,  but  how  melancholy  soever  it  be,  1  am 
obliged  to  mention  to  you  the  late  fatal  (ire  that  laid  in.  hes  the  house,  chaple,  barracks  & 
Secretary's  office  in  Ins  Majesty's  tori  in  I  his  Town,  accident  ily  occasioned  by  mending'  a  I  hitter 
on  the  Roof  of  the  House  adjoining  to  the  Chappel  Which  having  leaked  all  winter  had  much 
damaged  it  would  soon  have  rolled  the  Timber  &  floors  of  thai  part  of  the  house,  so  that  what 
was  Intended  for  its  preservation,  unhappily  turned  to  its  d.  amotion.    1  need  not  tell  you  how 
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necessary  it  is  to  have  them  speedily  rehuilt,  without  doubt  you  are  sensible  of  it  &  will  make 
provision  accordingly.  The  frequent  (ires  which  have  happened  in  this  Town,  since  that  at  the 
fort,  giving  room  from  many  circumstances  to  beleive  they  have  been  kindled  by  design,  call  for 
some  effectual  law  to  Restrain  the  two  great  licence  that,  the  Negro's  are  allowed,  or  that  they 
take  without  it,  in  assembling  in  great  numbers,  &  ;:t  times  &,  in  places  that  give  them 
opportunitys  of  Caballing,  &  the  great  losses  that  have  been  sustained  by  means  of  those  fires 
when  Goods  have  been  removed  to  preserve  them  from  the  flames,  requires  some  method  to 
secure  them  for  the  future  from  being  stolen,  a  night  guard  of  the  Militia  will  be  very  proper, 
to  be  constantly  kept  on  foot,  especially  in  time  of  vvarr  but  they  must  bo  oblig'd  to  that  Duty

you  do  not  give  all  the  assistance  in  your  power  to  strengthen  his  Majesth  s  Army  there,  which

It  is  High  time  for  you  to  make  Provision  for  rebuilding  the  House,  Chappel  &  the  rest  of  the 
Barracks  &  Edifices  in  the  fort  that  were  Destroyed  by  the  late  fire  kindled  in  consequence  of 
the  Horrid  Result  of  an  Execrable  Conspiracy,  to  burn  this  whole  Town  &  to  Destroy  I  he  people

Had 
you  the  like  opportunities  that  I  have  of  knowing  those  things,  I  am  persuaded  your  zeal  would 
keep  pace  with  mine,  and  make  what  I  say  needless  or  but  matters  of  form,  but  as  many  of  you 
live  very  distant  bom  those  Nations,  and  can  consequently  know  little  of  their  Importance  to 
us,  but  by  Information,  I  canuot,  with  the  discharge  of  my  Duty,  be  silent  or  less  earnest. 

Captain  Cosby  has  raised  and  sent  to  Jamaica  twenty  Recruits  for  his  Majesties  American 
Regiment,  and  I  hope  you  will  make  Provision  for  paying  the  E.xpence  of  their  Transportation, 
being  persuaded  that  your  Zeal  for  his  Majesties  service,  which  has  carried  you  to  a  much 
greater  Expence  on  the  like  occasion,  will  very  readily  lead  you  to  (his. 

There  are  several  things  that  I  recommended  to  you  at  your  last  sitting,  some  of  which  being 
but  in  part,  and  others  not  at  all  provided  for,  I  now  again  recommend  them  to  your  consideration

His  Excellency  the  Honourable  George  Clinton  Esq1"  Captain  General  and  Governour  in 
Chief  of  thisprOvince  having  arrived  here  &  published  his  Commission  since  the  last  sitting  of 
the  Councill 

His  Excellency  came  to  the  Council  Chamber  and  having  taken  his  place  sent  a  Message  by 
the  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Council  to  the  General  Assembly  requiring  their  immediate  attendance 
at  the  Council  Chamber 

The  General  Assembly  attending  accordingly  with  their  Speaker 

His  Excellency  dissolved  the  General  Assembly  by  a  Speech  in  the  words  following 
Gentlemen, 

As  His  Sacred  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  constitute  me  Captain  General  and 
Governor  in  Chief  of  this  his  loyal  Province  It  is  no  small  pleasure  to  me  that  1  have  I  his  early 
Oportunity  of  declaring,  That  I  am  come  with  a  sincere  intention  to  make  the  Prosperity  of 
the  Colony  the  Chief  care  and  study  of  my  administration,  in  Imitation  of  my  Royal  Master, 
who  places  his  greatest  Glory  in  the  Happiness  of  his  People 

And  as  I  am  informed  it  has  been  the  General  Practise  to  have  a  new  election  of  an  Assembly 
upon  the  publication  of  new  Coniissions  to  Governours  and  that  the  continuance  of  that  practice 
will  be  agreeable  to  tin;  people  of  this  province 

I  do  therefore  with  the  advice  of  his  Majestyes  Council  and  by  Virtue  of  the  power  it 
Authority  given  to  me  by  his  iMajestyes  Letters  patent  under  the  Broad  Seal  of  Great  Britain, 
dissolve  the  present  General  Assembly,  anil  the  said  Assembly  is  dissolved  accordingly

returned  with  the  usual  Solemnity  to  his  House 
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
